PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT 
AND THE REFUGEES 


THE call which was issued at the end of last week on behalt of the 
Government of the United States, by Mr. Corpett HtLt, tor 


international action to deal with the ever-growing masses otf 


political refugees, was a noble step in line with the highest 
traditions of a great and enlightened democracy. It came like a 
ble sed ray of light in the darkening gloom of a world sinking. as 
many thoughtful people fear, into the night of barbarism. The 
proposal issued under President ROOSEVELT S authority to a 
number of nations for an international committee to deal with the 
refugee problem is one which no Government can d sregard with- 
out incurring the obloquy of the civilised world, 

This American challenge tas set the seal of fact upon the con- 


tention which has teen strenuously urged ever since the plague ol 


Hitlerism descended upon mankind, that the refugee problem 

and this to-day embraces many aspects of the Jewish problem—is 
no matter for unco-ordinated effort, not even for unilateral treat- 
ment by individual Governments, but a world problem in the 
fullest sense of the term. And it is in this light that President 
Roosevelt and Mr. Hutt plainly view it. Mr. HULL’s statement 
was necessarily guarded. It was but the launching of a great idea. 
And if it is to bear fruit its sponsors and all men of good will who 
lend their efforts to its furthering must be prepared to fight against 
those potent enemies of public advancement, procrastination and 
obstruction. Procrastination, arising often from natural inertia 
and sometimes from malevolence, must be vigorously countered; 
for the plight of the refugees is indeed pressing. In Austria 200,000 
Jews alone—and the numbers of those who will be similarly 
afflicted under the categories of the Nuremberg laws, together 
with the many others whose political views fail to comply with Nazi 


tyranny, have been computed as well over a million—have been 
bluntly told to clear out. Already they have been reduced to penury. 
A calamity of unparalleled magnitude is thus threatening to over- 
whelm more than a million souls. Not a day is to be wasted if 
the worst results of this tragedy are to be mitigated. It is to be 
hoped that the process of obstruction, so easily resorted to by the 
Governments’ representatives, often from well-meant intentions of 
securing the best position for their particular countries, will also 
be withstood. Somehow, let us pray, President Roosevett and 
the humane Governments who respond to his suggestion will 
inspire the members of the proposed Committee and their respec- 
live superior authorities not only with a willingness to get on with 
practical and effective work for the refugees but with an ardent 
will to do so. 

[he refugee problem, all are well aware, is extremely difficult 
and intricate. ~No doubt the use by Mr. Hutt of the expression 
‘political refugees °° was chosen because of its broad connotation, 
But care must be taken that the Committee be not misused by 
those countres who. shortsightedly hanker after a process of 
exporting their Jewish population sO as to ease economic difficul- 
lics. The temptation for any Government attracted by such a 
line of thought to “ manufacture ~* political refugees by the simple 
means Of imposing cruel anti-Semitc legislation must be firmly 
removed. 

Ihe United States Government have brought the spirit of far- 
sighted statesmanship and lofty idealism to bear upon this mighty and 
conscience-challenging question. To resolve this world problem, 
recognised as such, every corner of the globe which offers possibility 
for settiement must be carefully considered. Inthis process it will 
be found that the voluntary humanitarian organisations, both 
Jewish and non-Jewish, which have been exerting heroic efforts to 
find homes for the homeless, have accumulated a vast amount of 
information on this subject and have already much experience 
lor the most pari, alas, -pointing to few territories which in 
actual fact (and not merely “on the map.’*) can accommodate 
refugees. Considerable attention has been paid recently to possi- 
bilities in Australia, and a. tragic reflection of this is to be found in 
the news that in four days in Vienna last week more than 6,000 
applications for visas to that country were submitted. Yet even in 
Australia, the most hopeful for this purpose of all the “empty” 
countries, with a population of the kindliest and most liberal-minded 
folk, there ate a host of very serious difficulties in the way of large- 
Scale Jewish immigration. | 

There ts however one land where the long-range difficulties are 

less than those to be encountered and anticipated in other 
countries—and to that country the British Government holds the 
key. Palestine, undivided and supplied with adequate capital could, 
itis reliably estimated, absorb in the course of the next twenty 
years five million Jews without displacing from Palestine a single 
Arab—indeed while conferring upon its Arab citizens a vast 
increase of real wealth and well-being. Financially, in any case, as 
Mr. Hutt has jntimated, the Jews of the world will have to foot the 
bill in the rescue work of their persecuted brethren. Is ‘it not 
better that their money should be spent upon a permanently 
enduring undertaking, in building up a Jewish National Home 
which will be the glory no less than the safeguard of their children 
and their children’s children, than that they should pour their 
wealth into the bottomless well of unending palliatives ? In view 
of the urgency of the situation and the inevitable delay before 
immigration on an adequate scale into the whole of. Palestine 
can reach its full momentum, would it not be possible for the 
proposed international Committee to devise some means for the 
conditional and temporary admission of refugees to various 
countries? Such refugees would be bound, before: entry, by an 
undertaking to migrate to Palestine as soon as conditions for their 
reception in that country were established. By this means the 
wind would be taken out of the sails of any mischief-makers who 
might seek to exploit the presence of foreign Jews in a country so 
as to raise the scare of being swamped with aliens. Much of the 
reluctance of Governments in admitting refugees would thus be 
removed. 

America has taken the big, the noble, and the far-seeing view of 
the refugee problem. Is it too much to hope that the British 
Government will rise to equal heights and remind the world once 
more that the wisdom and righteousness which made this country 
mighty can make it mightier yet? By discarding the crazy 
Partition scheme together with all similar short-sighted, little- 
minded policies which have nibbled into the grandeur of the 
Balfour Declaration and the Mandate, without altering the status 
quo created by those instruments, but merely by implementing 
them with enthusiasm and with a_ real determination ‘to 
throw. open as wide as economically possible the 


doors 
of Palestine to Jewish immigration, the British 


Government 
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could at one stroke reduce a running sore of European dis- 
content, cement still more strongly the moral union of this country 
with the United States, establish a bulwark of peace and security 
in the Middle [*ast, and lay the foundations for a Mediterranean 
fellowship which would go far to remove the grave anxieties at 
present centred in that area. 

A great opportunity presents itself to Britain and the Brit'sh 
Empire ; let us hope the British Government will meet it greatly. 


NOTES OF THE WEEK 


JEWRY'S PREMIER FUND 

Ir ever there were a time when Jews should hold tenaciously to 
principles of long-range policy and refuse to allow the ghastly blows of 
misfortune to shake them in their purpose, it is the present. Beset 
with calamities to our brethren in one country after another ; called 
upon for help to stave off, in many cases, sheer starvation ; besought 
to give to this urgent cause and that more than ever is it imperative 
for the individual Jew to keep resolutely before his eyes the paramount 
claims of those long-range undertakings which alone may offer some- 
thing better and more enduring, something productive of a dignified 
and eventually secure future for the Jewish people. Such an under- 
taking is brought to especial notice this week by the openmg otf the 
Jewish National Fund Campaign in this country, which will be 
inaugurated by a dinner at the Dorchester Hotel on Tuesday next. 
Whatever ills befail Jewry, while there is a penny to be wrung not so 
much from the Jewish heart as from Jewish common sense, money 
must be forthcoming for Jewry’s Premier Fund, the J.N.F., the instru- 
ment which buys for the whole people of Israel land in the Land of 
Israel. 


The present appeal of the Jewish National Fund has run intoa 
stormy sea in the way of raising money. Anglo-Jewry, already heavily 
charged in caring for the refugees from Germany, ts faced with a fresh 
task in providing for those fresh victims of Hitler in Austria whose 
means the German tyrant has stolen just as he has stoien the liberty of 
the Austrian people themselves. But heavy though the burdens be, the 
claim of the Jewish National Fund we. cannot, we dare not, disregard. 
As Mr. Ussishkin, veteran Zionist leader and President of the Fund, 
pointed out recently in this paper, had the Jewish people been as clever 
as they are reputed, double or triple the amount of land would to-day 
be held by that people’s National Fund in Palestine—there would be 
room in Palestine beyond the powers even of the Colonial Office 
io. misrepresent as.an argument for restricting Jewish immigration; a 
vast amount of Jewish suffering among Hitler’s victims would thus be 
tempered ; and the wicked plan to restrict the Zionist movement to a 
partitioned corner of Eretz Yisrael would never have come like a cloud 
still more to darken the Jewish future. 


Let us, therefore, learn from our follies of the past and refuse to 
permit ourselves for a day longer to neglect this paramount call upon 
our enlightened interest. It should be a point of prudence, no less than 
of duty, to secure the success of this vear’s campaign, and first of all 
to support vigorously the inaugurating dinner on Tuesday. A number 
of distinguished Members of Parliament it 1s anticipated will be present, 
and no doubt some of them will have interesting views to express on 
the subject of the future of Palestine no less than upon the present 
appalling position of the Jews in Germany and Austria. The dinner 
should prove, if anticipations are realised, a social and historic event, 
and it will be a foolish complaint from those who miss,the opportunity 
of being present that they had succumbed to the besetting sin of our 
people, and woken up -too late. 


WORKAING ON THE SABBATH 

THE paper read by Mr. William Frankel before the Council of the 
Orthodox Jewish Youth Societies last Sunday (reported on another 
page) revealed a collection of facts concerning the difficulty of Sabbath 
observance for young people which call for the most serious thought, 
To judge by what the speaker said~ and there is abundant indication 
that his contentions are well founded -Jewish youth to-day is for the 
most part faced with the alternatives of sacrificing Sabbath observance 
or accepting blind-alley jobs. With such a choice presented, what 
wonder that the Sabbath, the lynch-pin of Judaism, as it has been called. 
should in so many cases be disregarded. What wonder that the cry of 
the drift from Judaism should go up and so little effective action to 
counter the drift should have been evoked. 


A tribute is paid by the same speaker to the work of the Sabbath 
Observance Bureau which seeks to introduce young Jews and Jewesses 
to jobs where they may be free from work on Saturdays; and the word of 
appreciation which he uttered of Rabbi Harris Cohen in this undertaking 
was fully merited. Less pleasant is it to read his mention of certain 
Jewish employers who endeavour to off-set the workless Saturdays by 
imposing on their employees in the matter of hours and wages. Let 
us hope such contemptible examples of meanness and hypocrisy are 
rare. The suggestion that certain Jewish communal institutions are 


‘guilty of working their employees for over-long hours was another 


disturbing reference in Mr. Frankel’s paper. Hon. Officers of Com- 
munal bodies might do well to give closer attention to this matter~ 


Coming to constructive plans to meet the problem, Mr. Frankel 
mentioned two which would appear to call for very serious attention. 
First, he suggested the establishment of a central vocational guidance 
organisation which could give young Jews advice and information 
concerning their future occupations. Valuable investigation work 
along these lines has been conducted by the B'nai B'rith; and the 
usefulness of vocational guidance, as that investigation showed, would 
lie not only in securing greater opportunities for Sabbath observance, 
but in avoiding an undesirable overcrowding by Jews of certain trades 
and professions. Secondly, Mr. Frankel urged an extension of the 
work of the Sabbath Observance Bureau and the setting up of a 
number of branch offices. Along these two lines there would seem to 
be excellent scope for useful and productive work. It should always 
be remembered that any movement which results in the saving of Jews 
for Judaism and the securing of a more satisfactory position of Jewish 
workers of every kind in the economy of the country is a first-class 
safeguard against the dangers of political extremism of every kind— 
both within and outside the Community. 


HEBREW UNIVERSITY BARMITZVAH 
To-pay is the Barmitzvah birthday of the Hebrew University at 
Jerusalem. Thirteen years ago, when the late Lord Balfour formally 
declared open the Jewish University, there could have been few, even 
among the most optimistic of Zionists, who would have dared to antici- 
pate that within thirteen short years that great triumph of Jewish idealism 
would have reached its present state of advancement. It is indeed 
a triumph of the highest form of nationalism which seeks always to 
give to the other peoples of the world, both in learning and culture 
and in research—to contribute to the family of nations and not to 
impose upon them. In its now numerous departments, leading 
scientists and scholars are engaged in their work for humanity ; while 
an ever-growing body of students are preparing themselves to apply 
knowledge and experience there gained to the problems of mankind. 
But apart from the universal value of the University, as Professor 
Torezyner points out in another column of this issue, the immediate 
importance of its work for the development of Palestine itself cannot 
be over-estimated. He mentions just a couple of instances in which with- 
out the great institution’s work even material progress would have been 
virtually impossible—the éxtracting of the mineral salts from the Dead 
Sea and the beating down of that dreaded scourge, malaria. In recent 
years, with the advent of vicious anti-Semitism in Central Europe, the 
need for a University for Jewish students, driven from their native lands 
or barred from the academic institutions there, has become acute ; while 
opportunities for the continuance of priceless research work by Jewish 
scientists and scholars, whose activities have been cut short by the new. 
barbarism in Europe, may be fairly regarded as a necessity for 
civilisation itself. The Barmitzvah of the Hebrew University therefore 
will afford an occasion for Jewish rejoicing in a world where there are 
all too few. 


During this week, the “Friends of the Hebrew University” in 
this country are arranging special propaganda to mark te 
University’s “majority.” It should result in a still larger number 
of Jews learning of the work of the institution and gaining a 
new pride and confidence in the perennial youth and cultural vigour 
of Israel. It should call vividly to the minds of non-Jews the mission 
of benefit and enlightenment which Zionism is bringing to the Holy 
Land. And, above all, it should help to place in its true perspective 
the mean miuschievousness of those dark forces which, by methods 
varying in subtlety from departmental anti-Semitism to hired terrorism, 
are seeking to whittle down the magnificent act of statesmanship—the 
Balfour Declaration, with its corollary, the Mandate—which has made 
possible this particular miracle in the land of miracles. 


SCOTS MARRIAGE LAW BILL 

LAST week the text was published of a Parliamentary Bill to amend the 
marriage law in Scotland. As the law stands at present Jewish couples 
wishing to get married in Scotland have either been obliged to publish 
banns in a Parish Church (Church of Scotland) or to give notice to the 
Registrar in accordance with the Marriage Notice (Scotland) Act of 
1878. The objection to the first alternative as regards Jews is obvious. 
The second is complicated by the fact that it can only be pursued if 
both parties are domiciled in Scotland. Elsewhere in this issue 
we publish a short article on the new Bill written by Mr. L. H. 
Daiches, M.A., LL.B., son of the distinguished Minister of the Edin- 
burgh Congregation, in which he points out that Clause 6 of the Bill 
as at present drafted —the most significant clause from the Jewish point 
of view--is obscure in meaning. If it means that English Registrars’ 
certificates will be recognised in Scotland, then it will go far 
to meet former objections. But this obscurity should be removed and 
the urgency of dealing with it, as Mr. Daiches points out, is the greater 
because any further opportunity for Scots Marriage Law reform is not 
likely to arise for a long time. The clarification of the clause in the 
sense outlined above would not appear to be an undertaking which 
involves necessary controversy. It is to be hoped that the Law and 
Parliamentary Committee of the Deputies will give the wording of this 


clause immediate attention and take the required steps to secure 
satisfactory amendment,

OBITUARY 


Tue Rev. B. J. SALOMONS (Ramsgate) 


The death (briefly recorded in our last issue) of the Rev. B. J, 
Salomons, the doyen of the Judith Montefiore Theological College, 
Ramsgate, after a short illness, is deeply regretted by the Jewish and 
general community of the Kentish coast resort. 

Bernard Salomons was born in Poland on November 7th, 1862, and 
received his early education at the Yeshivot in that country. At the 
age of sixteen, he migrated with his parents to England, and after an 
intensive study of Hebrew and secular subjects, he was appointed, at 
the age of twenty, to be Minister of the Oxtord Hebrew Congregation. 
He stayed two years at the University town, and then became Minister 
of the Stockton-on-Tees Hebrew Congregation. In 1885, the deceased ; 
received a “call” to become Minister and Secretary to the Chatham 
Memorial Synagogue, and he served this Congregation with devotion 
for twelve years. The Community in this town became deeply attached 
to him because of his eloquent sermons, his beautiful intoning 
of the services, and for his efforts as a teacher of the young. It was 
not an uncommon thing for non-Jewish Ministers to bring members 
of their flock to the Chatham Synagogue to hear Mr. Salomons preach. 
The deceased threw himself wholeheartedly into local civic affairs. 
He was a Vice-President of the Rochester, Chatham, and District 
Temperance Union, a member of the Committee of the local auxiliary 
to the National Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children, a 
member of the Vigilance Committee, and of other local charitable and 
cultural societies. He helped to establish in Chatham a branch of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association. He was much sought after as a lecturer 
on Jewish subjects by the non-Jewish community, and his Hebrew 
knowledge won for him the esteem and friendship of many authorities. 
He worked devotedly on behalf of the Jews suffering from Tsarist 
persecution, and helped to organise protest meetings against the 
Macedonian atrocities in the early ‘nineties. He also did very valuable 
work as a prison Chaplain. 

When an affection of the throat caused Mr. Salomons, in August, 
1897, to seek a sphere of work, other than the Ministry, which 
would not overstrain his voice, he was recommended by the late Chief 
Rabbi, Dr. Hermann Adler, as an additional member of the staff of 
Monicfiore College, Ramsgate, which had resumed at that time its 
original function of an academy of research and study for Hebrew 
scholars. At the same time, Mr. Salomons was granted full facilities 
by the Montefiore College Endowment Committee to preach and 
lecture on occasions to organisations that sought his services. He was 
a member of the Ramsgate Liberal Club, and in 1910, a presentation 
was made to him by Thanet Liberals on the occasion of his Silver 
Wedding and in recognition of his devotion to Liberalism. The 
deceased, who leaves a widow and family to mourn his loss, was buried 
at the Willesden Jewish Cemetery on Thursday tn last week. 


Mr. CHAIM SUGARMAN (Jerusalem) 
Mr. S. Cu. Kook (of Tel-Aviv) writes: 4 
Mr. Chaim (Charles) Sugarman who died recently in Jerusalem at the age of 
G7 went to England trom Rumania about forty years ago and settled in Man- 
chester. He was one of the prime movers, together with the late Rabbi I. J. 
Yoffey, tn founding a branch of the Mizrachi Organisation in Manchester soon 
after the War. Mr. Sugarman was all his life devoted to the Jewish National 
Movement, and nine years ago. he came with his family to settle in Palestine. 
He lived at Beit-Dajan, near Jaffa, on the main road from Tel-Aviv to Jerusalem, 
where he cultivated a large orange grove. The deceased was of a reserved and 
retiring nature. He was areal * Talmud Chacham °’, and was possessed of a 
deep and wide knowledge of Talmud and Jewish philosophical literature ; it was 
a spiritual pleasure to spend a tew hours with Chaim Sugarman in his library. 
His great aim in Palestine was PUN" P53. He took no interest in buying 
lands already in Jewish possession, his purchases were from Arabs, his ambition 
being to see the redemption of as much land as possible. He leaves a widow 
and children to mourn his death.

JEWS AND THE LATVIAN GOVERNMENT

SPANISH MEDICAL AID 


The official casualty list published in Barcelona gives 1,300 dead and 
2,000 wounded as a result of the terrible and continuous air raids in 
the last weeks.

SPANISH AND PORTUGUESE CONGREGATION 
Annual Meeting of Yehidim 


The annual meeting of the Yehidim of the Spanish and Portuguese 
Congregation was held on Sunday. morning in the Vestry Room, 
Heneage Lane, E.C. Mr. Gershom Delgado, the President of the 
Elders, presided. : 

Mr. Neville J. Laski, K.C., the Parnas Presidente. presented the annual 
report of the Mahamad and the accounts, which were substantially the 
same as those submitted recently to the annual meeting of the Elders and 
reported in THe Jewish CHRONICLE of February 11th. 

Before dealing with the synagogal matters contained in the report, Mr. 
Laski referred to the tragic situation of the Jewish Communities in the 
world, and in particular to the cataclysm that had overwhelmed the Jews 
of Austria. On the suggestion of Mr. Laski, those present rose in sym- 
pathy with their unfortunate brethren abroad. 

Mr. Laski referred to the fact that the Congregation was represented at the 
celebration of the Chief Rabbi's Silver Jubilee. It was right, he said, that 
a word should be said making it clear that the relations between the two 
Communities were those of concord and amity. 

The Parnas Presidente, speaking on the Committee on Congregational 
Records, expressed the Congregation’s gratitude to Dr. Lionel Barnett for 
his assiduous scholarship. Soon, he said, the Committee might be able 
to issue that Book of Congregational Records. which would include 
certain old records of the Board of Deputies which were still preserved in 
their archives. Mr. Laski also referred to the dedication of the Kadoorie 
Synagogue, Oporto, and thanked Mr. Arthur de Casseres and Mr. Paul 
Goodman, who had represented the Congregation at that event. Mr. 
l_aski said, in view of certain criticisms which had been made by a writer of 
a letter to .THe Jewish CHronicte, that he had neither heard nor 
seen anything which did not provide every justification for everything that 
had been done on behalf of these Marranos and that Synagogue. 

they could congratulate themselves, said the speaker, that their accounts 
were in good order, and he ended with a tribute to the Secretary, Mr. Paul 
Goodman, and the Assistant Secretarv, Mr. M. Marchant, for their work. 

After a discussion, the report and accounts were adopted. 

Mr. David V. N. da Costa and Mr. Neville J. Laski, K.C., were re-elected 
as two Yehidim to serve as Parnasim; Mr. Abraham J. Raymond and Mr, 
David S. Sassoon were elected Elders for a period of two years; and Mr. 
David Beriro and Mr. Gershom Delgado were re-elected as Elders of the 
Congregation for a further term of three years. 


THE FIFTH ARMY MEMORIAL 


From General Sir HUBERT GOUGH, G.C.B. 


To the Editor of THe JEWISH CHRONICLE 


Sir,—Among the readers of your journal there must be many Who served in 
the Fifth Army and therefore belonged to that band of noble men who, after 
great achievements extending over several years of war, were asked in March 
1918 to sacrifice themselves in meeting the enemy's great offensive. This task 
they carried out with undaunted heroism, thereby, as the world now well 
knows, laying the foundations for final victory. 

Because there is nothing to mark or keep alive the memory of this great 
sacrifice and undying valour, some of us are now trying to create a living 
memorial by endowing two wards in a great hospital where survivors and their 
dependants may be cared for in sickness, and on the walls of this hospital an 
enduring tablet recording these deeds will be placed for future generations to see. 

Her Majesty the Queen, President of St. Mary’s Hospital, in which the 
wards are to be endowed, has graciously approved the proposal and has headed 
a list of subscriptions with her own donation. I have miyself received hundreds 
of letters containing offerings great and small towards this object from survivors, 
relatives and friends of the Fifth Army. All rejoice that the deeds of the Army 
are to be remembered 1n this way. 

In the ranks of the Fifth Army were men from every part of the country and 
the Dominions. I want to hear again from the survivors and friends of the 
great units of the Fifth Army and receive their assurance that the old spirit 
lives, and shall continue to live in the Fifth Army War Memorial. lL ask them 
to give this appeal their very generous support. There would be, I suggest, no 
more fitting memorial to such an outstanding band of noble men than that 
now proposed.

To the Editor of Tue Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sir,—In a letter published in your issue of last week, Mr. Harry Salmon 
asks that some assurance should be given by the Charities’ Registration 
Committee in writing that it does not intend to interfere with the internal 
administration of a Charity registered by them. Mr. Salmon refers to an 
interview with me which you recently published, and in which I expressly 
gave that assurance, but he is not satisfied. . 

I should like to explain the context of Mr. Salmon’s letter. He is an 
honorary officer of a respectable Charity which applied for registration 
a few months ago, and which was accepted by the Committee; but when 
informed that the Committee only registered Charities for a year at a 
time, his Charity refused to be registered unless an undertaking was given 
by the Committee that. “so long as the accounts ... are audited by 
chartered accountants a renewal of the registration should be automatic.” 
It was pointed out by letter that no such undertaking would be given to any 
one Charity, and that the Committee would have to be satisfied each year 
that a Charity was still being properly conducted and its money was still 
being spent on the charitable purpose for which the money was subscribed.' 
Mr. Salmon was assured at the same time that the internal administration 
of the Charity would not be interfered with. He was given that assurance 
orally and in writing by the Committee, by two members of it individually, 
(the President and Treasurer of the Board of Deputies), and by me in the 
interview published in THe Jewish CHRONICLE. I have accordingly no 
hope of satisfying Mr. Salmon of the veracity or honesty of the members of, 
the Charities’ Registration Committee, and regret that this already lengthy 
correspondence has been continued in the public Press. 

Il am glad to think that the vast bulk of communal Charities (of whom 
we have registered fifty-four, apart from a large number of applications 
which are pending) do trust us, and believe that we are all actuated by 


the same object, namely, to protect the Community and to see that its 


money is used to the best advantage.

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CAN WE OBSERVE THE SABBATH ? 


Difficulties Facing Jew sh Youth 
FINDING SUITABLE JOBS 


At the second in the series of conferences arranged by the Council 
of Orthodox Jewish Youth Societies, which was held on Sunday at 
Woburn House, W.C., and which dealt with the problems of Sabbath 
observance, an illuminating paper was read by Mr. William Frankel 
(Hon. Secretary of the Council), entitled “Can We Observe the 
Sabbath?” 

Mr. FRANKEL said that. in order to ascertain the state of opinion among 
Jewish youth, whether they really wanted to observe the Sabbath, what 
were their difficulties and how they overcame them, he had issued a 
questionnaire which was distributed among various types of Jewish vouth, 
through clubs, Synagogues, literary and social societies, and the Sabbath 
Observance Bureau. Out of approximately 200 replies, no fewer than 
140 young people said that when they left school they wished to obtain 
a situation without having to work on the Sabbath. The answer came 
mainly from the poorer sections of the Community; and tt must have 
been no small hardship for some of them to wait as long as six months, 
as was stated in.some of the replies, before a satisiactory post was obtained. 
Durine the last vear. proceeded Mr. Frankel, the Sabbath Observance 
Bureau had had 950 applicants for posts and only 480 had obtained 
situations through the Bureau. It was presumed that the majority of the 
remainder. if they had found jobs, had been obliged to work on the 
Sabbath. Of all the posts filled at the Bureau, the inordinately large 
number of fifty-one’per cent. were for girl clerks; only twenty-two per cent. 
were for male clerks. Girls obtained seventy-one per cent. of all the 
available posts, and boys twenty-nine per cent. The position of many 
secondary school boys who left school between the ages of sixtecn and 
twenty with no training for a trade or profession was especially sad. If 
they wished to observe the Sabbath they were often forced into b!ind-alley 
jobs: others became junior clerks in non-Jewish establishments. Some 
definite guidance was necessary for Jewish parents whose children had won 
scholarships to secondary schools. .Parents often found. when their children 
reached matriculation age. or even the intermediate degree. that they could 
no longer support them: so boys and girls of about. eighteen, untrained 
for a particular calling, drifted into clerical positions, 

To one of the questions, “ What type of employment did you Ccesire 
on leaving school?” more than fifty per cent. of the replies were “ nothing 
in particular,” or words to that effect. Mr. Frankel suggested the estab- 
lishment of a central vocational guidance organisation where young Jews 
could be advised. The Brnai Brith, he said, had investigated the question 
of vocational guidance for Jewish vouth, without, however, specific reference 
to the problem of Sabbath observance. The centre he advocated would 
give guidance only for careers in which Sabbath observance was possible. 


An Unethical “ Balance ” 


In the matter of salaries, those obtained by female employees placed by 
the Sabbath Observance Bureau compared very favourably with those of 
the non-Jewish bureaux, but the salaries of boys and young men were much 
below the standard at the London Chamber of Commerce and the London 
Trades Council. “ However much we should like to overlook the: fact,” 
said the speaker, “it is undeniable that there are a number of Jewish 
employers who observe the Sabbath, yet, in order to compensate tor that, 
give their employees lower wages.and longer hours than ts elsewhere the 
case. This minority of employers, by exploiting its Jewish labour, has 
done much to bring about that drift from Judaism in the East End that was 
the recent cry of THe Jewish CHRONICLE.” 

Considerable Jewish labour, clerical labour, was employed by Jewish 
communal institutions: and it was pleasant to know that these bodies were 
now applying to the Bureau for additional employees. But it was very 
disheartening here to learn of the long hours of work. Office hours from 
nine till eight and later were not uncommon. Those in charge of the larger 
communal institutions should see that there was adequate consideration 
for their staffs in the matter of working hours. 

The Sabbath Observance Bureau had done sterling work in its twenty- 
seven years’ existence, under the leadership of Rabbi Harris Cohen: but 
now that the centre of the Jewish Community had moved from the East 
End, the one office in Mulberry Street was not able to cope with the work 
the Bureau had undertaken. Immediate decentralisation was needed. 
Branches should be opened in various parts of London, attached to the 
most important Synagogues, with, preferably, the Rabbi or Minister as 
Chairman. To undertake this task of forming local bureaux he was glad 
to announce, said Mr. Frankel, the formation of the Joint Sabbath Observ- 
ance Committee, consisting of representatives of the Sabbath Observance 
Bureau and the Orthodox Youth Council. The first local branch had 
already been opened by Mr. [. H. Chayen, in North London. Attached 
to each branch there should be a vocational guidance committee. 


Women Sabbath-Breakers 


Mrs. Menin J.P... who presided over the session at which 
Mr. Frankel’s paper was read, said she deplored the quite unnecessary 
breaking of the Sabbath by Jewish women who did their shopping and 
cinema-attending on that day. 

Mr. I. KeSTENBAUM was of opinion that there were to-day enough 
positions to be had by Jews who sincerely wanted te keep the Sabbath, 
and this could be realised if employers and employees could be brought 
together by means of an enlargement of the Bureau. 

Mr. M. RICHARDSON said the problem they had to tackle was clearly two- 
sided: one, the facilitating of employment, and two, getting people 
interested in the whole question of the Sabbath. 

Mr. M. Domnitz warned those considering a career about the depression 
in the teaching profession and the special difficulties which faced Jews in 
that profession. 

Mr. RevuBEN LincotN and Mr. J. Wem advocated the issuing of 
pamphlets with regard to the Sabbath. 

At an earlier session, on Sunday, a paper was read by Mr. Myer Domnitz 
on “Social Problems and the Sabbath.” This followed the opening of 
the conference by Rabbi Dr. Ll. Epstein, President of the Council. Mr. 
D. H. Aaron presided. 

In discussing the spirit in which the Sabbath should be observed, Mr. 
Domnitz quoted, in his address, from the recent book on Palestine by Mr. 
Rom Landau who wrote that the day of rest was for many in that land 
the crowning event of the week, the Sabbath assuming “ the significance of 
exceptional sanctity and becoming a day of elevation and inner purifica- 
tion.” The Sabbath, said Mr. Domnitz, should be the saving grace of 
this mechanical, brutalised, and commercial age. He was anxious that 
young people, when they did cease their work on the Sabbath, should use 
their leisure in the spirit of the Jewish Sabbath day. 

In the discussion, Mr. I. H. Chayen emphasised the economic difficulties 
facing Jewish would-be Sabbath observers,

GERMAN SERVANT GIRLS AS AGENTS 


Home Office to Investigate 


Mr. Georrrey MANDER (Lib., Wolverhampton, E.) asked the Home 
Secretary whether it was the practice of his Department, owing to the 
difficulty in obtaining domestic servants in this country, to allow 
German girls to come in for the purpose: whether he was aware that 
many educated German girls land in England, give an undertaking not 
to accept work paid or unpaid, but subsequently accept work for such 
positions as housekeepers and companions, at the same time carrying 
on Nazi propaganda; and what steps he proposed to take to see that 
these undertakings were kept. 

Sir SamurL Hoare: An alien cannot be given leave to land in this 
country for the purpose of taking employment unless in possession 
of a permit issued by the Minister of Labour. I am aware that from 
time to time foreign girls who have been admitted for some other 
purpose, such as study or a visit to friends, have subsequently applied 
to be allowed to take domestic service, and, after due inquiry, this 
has sometimes been permitted, but such cases are not numerous. If 
the hon. Member has knowledge of any cases of foreign women who 
have accepted employment without permission, or have given legitimate 
grounds for complaint, I shall be obliged if he will let me have particu- 
lars in order that they may be investigated. 

Mr. Mander: Is the right hon. gentleman aware that there is a 
regular system of intensive propaganda training in Germany for these 
girls, who are sent to this country for purposes of propaganda”? 

Sir S. Hoare: If there are cases I should like to know about them. 

Mr. Mander: I shall be very glad to supply them. 


THE GESTAPO IN ENGLAND 


Mr. Mander asked the Home Secretary for particulars of the 
activities of the German secret police, the Gestapo, in England; .and 
whether he was aware that Germans resident in London were con- 
tinually watched and reported on to Berlin by that organisation. He 
also asked whether he was was aware that the Gestapo put pressure 
on Germans in this country, through their families in Germany, who 
desired to obtain naturalisation, and who in other ways did not 
toe the line, and whether steps would be taken to put a stop to that. 

Sir Samuel Hoare said the position was being watched and that 
action would be taken against unlawful acts. 


LETTING SEYMOUR HALL TO NAZIS 
Mr. Mander asked the Minister of Health whether he would consider 
the advisability of taking the necessary steps to appoint a committee to 
inguire into the circumstances in which Seymour Hall has been let by 
the Marylebone Borough Council for monthly meetings of the pro- 
Nazi Anglo-German Fellowship and is refused to other political bodies, 
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Sir KincsLteEY Woop: I am making inquiries into the matter and will 
inform the hon. Member of the result. 

Mr. Mander: Will the right hon. gentleman bear in mind that thé 
holding of this meeting is strongly resented locally by persons of all 
parties, that it is a secret meeting at Which the public and the Press are 
not admitted, and that it is a meeting of German Nazis in this country 
to celebrate the capture of Austria? Will he bear these matters in 
mind? 

Mr. Witttam GaALLAcHer (Com., Fife, W.): Will the Minister of 
Health ask the Home Office to send a representative to attend this 
meeting and they will find there many Nazis who are over here in 
service?

PERSECUTION : INTERNATIONAL ENQUIRY SUGGESTED 


Mr. D. G. Somervitte (Con., Willesden, E.) asked the Prime 
Minister‘ whether, in view of the persecution now being carried on 
against the Jewish race by various European Governments, he would 
consider instituting inquiries among all the Powers interested in their 
fair treatment to see whether better prov’.ion can be made for the 
welfare of this people? Mr. R. A. BurLer (Under-Secretary for 
Foreign Affairs) replied that he had no reason to think that inter- 
governmental action such as suggested by the hon. Member would 
benefit the particular Jewish populations he had in mind. 

AUSTRIAN REFUGEES 

Mr. ArtTHUR HENDERSON (Lab., Kingswinford) asked the Home 
Secretary whether he could now state the nature of the steps to be 
taken by His Majesty's Government to enable the policy ot offering 
asylum to Austrian refugees to be carried out effectively. 

Sir S. Hoare: Instructions have been issued to the immigration staff 
at all ports to ensure that full effect is given to the policy indicated in 
the statement which | made on [uesday last. 

Mr. Henderson: Has any provision been made in particular cases, 
where the local immigration official has decided not to admit, for 
reference to be made to the Home Office itself? 

Sir S. Hoare: I have given explicit instructions on the lines of the 
statement I made the other day, and I have added to them the further 
instruction that, where a case is in doubt, it should be referred to the 
Home Office. 

Mr. EpmMunD Harvey (ind., English Universities) asked the Home 
Secretary whether his attention had been called to the fact that Austrian 
refugees landing in this country have in a number of cases been 
immediately sent back by the first available ship or aeroplane without 
any opportunity for the consideration of their cases by himself or his 
representative; and whether, in view of the position of these refugees, 
he would arrange that they should be given the opportunity of having 
their cases considered by some higher authority than the local immigra- 
tion officers before they are definitely refused admission to Great 
Britain? 

Sir S, Hoare: If the hon. Member will send me particulars of the 
cases he has in mind, | will be glad to look into them. As regards 
the last part of the question, the period for which an alien can be 
detained pending consideration of his case is necessarily limited, but 


instructions have been given that cases in which special doubt or diffi- 


culty arises should be referred to headquarters for decision. 
GOVERNMENT CONSIDERING U.S.A. PLAN 


Mr. R. A, Butter (Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs) informed 
Mr. Harvey that the invitation from the United States to co-operate 
In setting up a special committee to deal with the problem of Austrian 
refugees had received direct and sympathetic consideration, and the 
Government hoped to return a reply at a very early date. 


ARAB PROPAGANDA FROM LONDON 


“All Lies,” Says Mr. Ormsby-Gore 


Mr. R. W. SORENSEN (Lab., Leyton, W.) asked the Colonial Secretary 
whether his attention had been drawn to the continuing Arab propa- 
ganda alleging ruthless and lawless behaviour of troops and police in 
Palestine and cruelty and misconduct; what steps he had taken to 
counteract this propaganda, and, in particular, whether he would have 
these charges investigated with a view to publishing the result of such 
investigations ? 

Mr. Ormsby-Gore: The answer to the first part of the question is 
in the affirmative. I consider that such propaganda is sufficiently dis- 
credited by its own obvious falsity and extravagance, and I do not 
propose to add to the many burdens of the Palestine Administration 
that of investigating each reckless and unsupported charge against 
British forces who are endeavouring to combat a campaign of murder 
and outrage. 

Mr. Sorensen: Is the right hon. Gentleman aware that various pub- 
lications emanate from the Arab centre in London, and will he pay 
particular attention to these publications, or at least offer impartially 
to investigate the allegations contained in their particular organs? 

Mr. Ormsby-Gore: I do not think so. They all emanate from this 
Arab centre in London, and I think that they are all lies. 

VISCOUNTESS ASTOR (Con., Sutton): Is it not true that at one time 
Palestine was quite quietly governed with only a few British police? 

As far as is generally known, there is only one Arab “ centre’ in London. 
It is the Palestine Information Centre, 72, Victoria Street, S.W., which some time 
ago proclaimed itself a branch of the Arab Higher Committee. 


JEWS UNDER ARAB ADMINISTRATION 


Mr. Tom WILLIAMS (Lab., Don Valley) asked the Colonial Secretary 
whether he had yet received a report from Palestine with regard to 
the position of those Jewish residents in the suburbs of Tel-Aviv which 
come under the municipal administration of Jaffa; and whether any 
remedial action was being taken with regard to their position. Mr. 
Ormsby-Gore replied that he was still awaiting a report from the High 
Commissioner. 

Mr. Williams: Do we understand that the High Commissioner is 
— these complaints that have been made by the people resident 
there? 

Mr. Ormsby-Gore: Yes. I asked him to do that.

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TALMUD TORAH TRUST 


Increased Annual Income 


[COMMUNICATED] 


The Rev. I. Goldston presided at a meeting of the Council held at the 
offices of the Trust, 9, Mulberry Street. He moved a vote of congratulation 
to Dr. J. H. Hertz on the occasion of his Silver Jubilee as Chief Rabbi. 
As President of the Trust. Dr. Hertz had ever shown himself an ardent 
protagonist of Talmud Torah education. 

Ihe balance-sheet for the vear ended December 31st, 1937, and the 
financial report were presented by the Treasurer, Mr. lL. W. Goldberg. 
Ihe income for the year had been £4,591. exceeding that of the previous 
vear by over £1,200. From the Central Committee they had > received 
{1.755, and from the Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes the usual 
grant of £525. He was pleased to record that the Federation of Synagogues 
had shown its renewed confidence in the Trust by granting it during 1937 
the sum of £700 for distribution to affiliated Talmud Torahs. Another 
welcome contribution was that of £35 from the Union of Orthodox Hebrew 
Congregations. the flag day had vrelded £276. He desired to express the 
thanks of the Committee to Mr. Isaac Wolfson for his annual contribution 
of £214, which was known as the “Isaac Wolfson Talmud Torah Trust 
bund Mr. Lipman Schalit Conated £500 to the Trust last month. Turning 
fo expenditure, he pointed out that a record grant of £3,247 had been made 
to lalmud lorahs during 1937. The Treasurer paid a tribute to the services 
rencered by the Jewish Health Organisation. New sources of income were 
essential, and he appealed to the Friendly Societies to make a contribution 
jor lalmud [forah education. He concluded with a personal tribute to the 
secretary for his services. 

[he adoption of the report and balance-sheet was seconded by Mr. L. M. 
Shocket. 

In the absence of Dayan Dr. Feldman, the Rev. I .Goldston presented the 
report of the Education Committee. He could not emphasise too often, 
he said, that the Talmud Torah system represented an intensive form of 
Hebrew education. They sought to train good, intelligent Jews by making 
the children acquainted at first hand with Tenach, Rashi, Gemara. Shulchan 
Aruch, and Siddur. Neither did they neglect Jewish history and relig on. 
He appealed to the parents not to nullify that education by setting up a 
conflict between the teaching of the Talmud Torah and the practice of the 
home. At the end of 1937,..the combined roll of the nineteen affiliated 
Talmud lTorahs stood at 2.767. which included 302 girls. The Jewish Higher 
Education Centre had been in existence nearly six years, and out of the 
twenty students to whom it had awarded its diploma for teaching, thirteen 
were past pupils of the Redmans Road Talmud Torah. The Trust was 
grateful to the examiners and to the teachers. Much of the success was 
due to the enthusiasm of their Education Officer and Secretary, Mr. Halpern. 

Mr. A. FE. Magen moved the adoption of the propaganda report, which 
dealt with flag days, parents’ meetings. prize distributions, and receptions. 
He expressed the appreciation of the Committee to the Jewish Press, and 
to THe Jewish CHRONICLE 1m particular. Messrs. Brodie, Golker. Klein. 
Koller, Lipshitz, Oberman, and Shocket having participated in the dis- 
cussion, the report was adopted.

A GREAT JEWISH SCHOLAR 


Interview with Professor Torczyner 
FUTURE OF HEBREW UNIVERSITY 
Duty of the Jewish People 


Professor Torezyner, whose name is well known in the world of 
Jewish learning in general and in that of Hebrew philology 1n particu- 
lar, and who has occupied the Bialik Chair of Hebrew Philology at the 
Hebrew University since 1933, paid a brief visit to London recently. 

A Jewish CHRONICLE representative who took the opportunity to 
interview the professor writes: 

Before his appointment at the University, Professor Torczyner was, 
from 1913 to 1919, a lecturer at Vienna University and afterwards at 
the Jewish Hochschule in Berlin, 
which he left in- 1933. 

One of his most outstanding 
achievements has been his inter- 
pretation, in 1935, of the Lachish 
potsherds. potsherds were 
inscribed with Heorew writing in 
ink. which Professor Tlorczyner 
was able to read. “1 completed 
my preliminary readings in 1935 
in Jerusalem and London,” he 
said. “In 1936, 1 revised all my 
readings and interpretat.ons and 
completed the book which 
has been published recently.” 
Professor lTorezyner has also 
edited a new translation -in 
German of the Hebrew Bible, and 
among the very many other books 
of which he ts the author ts one 
dealing with the origin of lan- 
guages, particularly of those of 
the Semitic type. He has writien 
Biblical commentaries and Works 
on Assyriology and many other 
subiects. He 1s also the author of 
a German-Hebrew dictionary and 
is the Director of the Committee of the Hebrew language in Palestine, 
as well as the Editor of its journal. Another of his outstanding achieve- 
ments is his translation of Achad Ha’am into German. 

The Professor spoke of the Hebrew University. 

“In 1925.” he said, “ when the University was founded, it could have 
been considered as a question of national ambition only, and, there- 
fore, many friends of such an institution thought it might be a research 
institute only. 

“ But since tien, times have changed. Palestine has now a Jewish 
population of more than 400,000, and this in itself makes the question 
of a Hebrew University a practical one. Jews, as an intellectual nation, 
want a University where their future teachers and officials will study. 
But it is important also to remember that the further cconomic develop- 
ment of Palestine ts impossible without a University in which the 
climatic, agricultural, and hygienic conditions can be scientifically 
investigated. It would, for example, have been impossible to use the 
mineral salts of the Dead Sea, or to fight malaria and other diseases 
without the research that is being carried out by the Professors of 
the University. Nor could the Hebrew language in Palestine be 
developed for modern needs, while at the same time maintaining its 
sacred ties with the past, without the scholars who are working there.” 

Protessor Torezyner also stressed the fact that the-Hebrew Univer- 
sity wes not only a vital necessity for the Yishuv itself, but also for 
all their young men and women in the countries of the Galut where 
Jews were no longer allowed to pursue their studies unhampered and 
unmolesied. 

He pointed out that about 60 per cent. of their students came from 
Poland alone, and asked, what would be the fate of the many Jews 
who had formerly studied in Vienna and other Austrian Universities? 

“It is, therefore,” he urged, “the sacred duty of the Jewish people 
to take care that this one University of its very own should not only 
maintain ils present position, which it has achieved in less than thirteen 
years, but attain to those high ideals which the best and noblest 
Jewish minds dreamt of, hoped and prayed for, throughout many 
generauons. 

Professor Torezyner, before arriving in London, had made a tour 
of Poland, Austria, Switzerland, and Belgium, where he gave a number 
of lectures. Last Friday, he left for Paris, where he was to lecture 
at the Sorbonne. 


PROFESSOR TORCZYNER 


A dinner was given by Sir Charles Marston in honour of Professor 
Torezyner at Frascati’s Restaurant last week. There were also present 
the Bishop of Portsmouth, three Trustees of the Wellcome Foundation

that in all probability a great deal more remained to be found at

University’s “ Rarmitzvah ” 

The University celebrates the thirteenth anniversary of its establish- 
ment to-day and it is intended that the “ Friends” of the University 
shall regard the period from to-day until Friday next as “ University 
Week ” and make every effort to enlarge the scope of their activities 
on behalf of the Institution. Before he left Palestine, Sir Arthur 
Wauchope sent a gift of £100 to Dr. J. L. Magnes for the University, 
and it was divided between the Research Institute for Oriental Music 
and the Research Fellowship in Pre-History. 

The title of Doctor of Philosophy has been awarded to the research 
students Miss Noemi Fainbrun (Botany), Mr. Abraham Poliak (Islamic 
Studies). and Mr. Heinz Steinitz (Zoology). Their diplomas will 
officially be awarded at the Passover Graduation Ceremony of the 
Hebrew University, and the total number of Ph.D. degrees awarded by 
the University will then be five. 


BULLETIN OF THE HEBREW UNIVERSITY 


The current fumber (No. 4) of the BULLETIN OF THE HEBREW 
UNIVERSITY epitomises the important research work, both in_ the 
humanities and in the sciences, ceaselessly carried out at the University. 
Contributions to its pages are provided by the heads of many depart- 
ments, and these essays—in themselves miniature University lectures— 
are not only scholarly aids to the student but have achieved that rarity 
in academic writing, an appeal to the popular. 

Administrative and other internal matters are dealt with in the 
BULLETIN, and its staff news provides a record of famous names. The 
booklet is well illustrated. In all, the impression gathered is that though 
it is possibly the youngest. University in the world, the Hebrew Univer- 
sity of Jerusalem is well on the way towards taking its place among the 
foremost. 

It has been decided to issue the BULLETIN to all Friends of the 
Hebrew University in Great Britain, and it ts hoped to make tt an 
annual publication. It is published in Hebrew, English, French, and 
German editions. 


“EXAMPLE OF THE PICA COLONIES” 
Sir John Chancellor Calls for Sacrifices 
THE PRO-PALEST,.NE FUND DINNER 


A dinner to raise funds tor the Keren Hayishuy (Pro-Palestine Fund) 
was held on Monday evening at the Park Lane Hotel, Piccadilly, W., 
and was attended by many distinguished guests. Mr. Otto M. Schill, 
O.B.E., who was in the Chair, proposed the loyal toast. 

Mr. Neville Laski, K.C.. proposed the toast of “ The Government 
of Palestine.” 

Sir John Chancellor, G.C.M.G., G.C.V.O., D.S.O., former High 
Commissioner -for Palestine, who replied, spoke of his distress at the 
happenings in Palestine during the last two years and expressed the 
hope that before long peace and order would be restored. The last 
twenty years had had many disappointments and blighted hopes. 
When it was promised to facilitate the establishment of the Jewish 
National Home twenty years ago, it was hoped that Jews and Arabs 
would settle down together as good neighbours and enjoy equal 
citizenship in the country. Nor was that hope without foundation, he 
said. Experience with the Pica Colonies showed that they could 
and did live together on happy terms and that the Arabs learnt to 
appreciate the advantages accruing to them from Jewish immigration. 

Sir John reviewed present-day conditions under which an aggressive, 
brutal form of nationalism was sweeping the world. It was a move- 
ment which had, he said, extended even to Asia. When people could 
not agree to live happily together, there was only one thing to be done, 
and that was to make them live apart; and that was the reason why the 
Peel Commission had reluctantly advised Partition. He would like 
to remind them that Britain was there under a Mandate of the League 
of Nations, and he had spoken to various people, who should know, 
of the possibility of Palestine Feing one day absorbed into the British 
Empire. He was told that there was no hope of any of the countries of 
Europe consenting to such a destiny for Palestine. 


Difficulties of the Mandaicry Power 


They should face the facts in this matter. It had been clearly laid 
down by the Mandate that Britain had a dual task: to facilitate the 
establishment of a Jewish National Home and to create conditions 
under which responsible government could be set up—two equal 
obligations neither of which should have priority over the other. The 
Mandatory Power had a difficult task to carry out this dual obligation. 
He did not think that the crit.citm that was levelled at the Mandatory 
was. always deserved. He hored it would be realised that His 
Majesty's Government were trying to do their best for both peoples, 
and he thought that sacrifices were called for, to be made if not with 
alacrity, at any rate with resignation, 

Haham Dr. Gaster proposed * The Yishuv,” and Rabbi Moshe Blau 
replied. 

Sir Robert Waley Cohen, K.B.E., in proposing “ The Houses of 
Parliament,” spoke of the gratitude Jews felt to the British Government 
and said they should remember that the attitude of those concerned in 
the government of Palestine—with all their imperfections—was one 
taken up in a spirit of kindliness and goodwill. How different from 
that hatred which lay at the root of some other systems of govern- 
ment of to-day! These were systems which in the long run led to 
nothingness and destruction; and he thought that no one need have the 


slightest fear that in the end, freedom, democracy, and humanity, the 
things which Judaism stood for throughout its history, would not 
triumph. 


“JT am not sure,” said Sir Robert, “ that we Jews in Palestine have 
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always grasped those great principles. 1 sometimes think that some of 
us are tempted a little by these totalitarian attractions Are we not 
sometimes inclined to be impatient O! those who take different views?” 

He was not, continued the speaker, a believer in Partition. The time 
would come when Balfour's great dream of a people fired by a wonder- 
ful ideal and possessed of the power o! practical constructive creation 
would, given the opportunity by the British genius for government 
again build up a civilisation that would raise the whole level of the 
poverty-stricken region in the centre of which Palestine stood. That 
time would come, but whether they or their successors would see it 
depended to some extent on how long it took for a Government which 
had made a mistake to turn back on that mistake. In his experience 
that did not always take so long a time as one was inclined to think. 


The Benefits of a Great Palestine 


_ “If we stick to the great principles that lie at the root of Judaism, 
if we Carry out our true mission, bringing a spirit of kindliness and of 
constructive wealth and happiness into that region of the world where 
for generations there have reigned misery and poverty—if we are given 
that opportunity, then I think we can'carry out the Mandate and show 
that you can build up without great difficulty a Jewish National Home 
worthy of the Jewish past, which not on!y will not harm othe: popula- 
tions of the country, but will be of enormous benefit to them. Our 
power to fulfil it, 1 believe.’ concluded Sir Robert. “will rest not 
upon a little Jewish State tucked into a corner of the country. but 
upon a great Palestine, governed in accordance with the fine traditions 
of British history.” 

Commander Oliver Locker-Lampson, M_P., responded. 

The Chairman appealed for financia! support for the work of the 
Keren Hayishuy in Palestine, and attributed many of the present-day 
troubles of the world to the fact that it had drifted away from religion. 
In several countries, he said, a religion of the State was being intro- 
duced which he considered worse than that of the heathens and pagans. 
He was proud to speak at this orthodox meeting, for he felt that it was 
only a return to religion which would bring happiness to the world. 
He proposed the toast of “ The Keren Hayishuy.” and described its 
achievements in Palestine 

Mr. Jacob Rosenheim, President of the World Agudah,. responded

PALESTINE CROWN COLONY ASSOCIATION 
Meeting in House of Commons 


[COMMUNIC ATED] 


On Thursday in last week, a meeting of the Palestine Crown Colony 
Association was held at the House of Commons. 

The Rt. Hon, J. C. Wedgwood, D.S.O., M.P., who presided, said that 
they had decided to invite a number of people interested in the Palestine 
problem to consider the advantages of converting Palestine into a 
Crown Colony. Although the official Zionists appeared to have com- 
mitted themselves to the Royal Commission's proposal on Partition, 
neither the Labour Party nor the House of Commons had agreed to 
accept the recommendations. He did not wish to be pessimistic, but he 
was afraid that the new Commission would probably whittle down even 
further the Jewish area in Palestine. Such conditions would be 
unacceptable even to official Zionists, though they were now evidently 
prepared to accept a Jewish State even if it meant only Tel-Aviv and a 
bit more. It was therefore necessary to offer alternative suggestions. 
And the Crown Colony idea certainly had in it very many good points 
which should be carefully and sympathetically considered. If there 
was to be an adequate Jewish State of decent size he would certainly 
be satisfied. He wanted much more thzn was offered, and he would 
rather see the whole of Palestine undivided as a part of the British 
Empire. 

Mr. Moshe Schonfeld said that when the Peel Commission was in 
Palestine, a petition had been submitted, signed by several thousand 
citizens of Palestine, including Arabs and Jews, asking for the 
conversion of the country into a Colony under the British Crown. 
The advantages were as follows: It offered an alternative and better 
solution for the whole of Palestine than did Partition; the present 
international situation did not warrant the creation of new, small, and 
defenceless States: the League of Nations, to whom Great Britain was 
responsible for the safe conduct of the Mandate, had failed to 
guarantee the integrity of small nations, whereas the numerous 
member-States of the British Commonwealth of Nations, which 
represented in a practical manner the form the League might have 
achieved, prospered in peace through their free and common unity; it 
would remove the Arab fears of Jewish political domination; it 
would afford all classes of the population a neutral bond of allegiance. 
As a result, British officials would develop a more sympathetic interest 
in a country which would become their permanent and imperial con- 
cern, Palestinian trade would improve by securing Imperial Preterence. 
Once confidence was restored, investments would increase. Obviously 
the Jewish rights to immigrate and develop their National Home in 
Palestine according to the terms of the Mandate and Balfour Declara- 
tion must remain unimpaired. 

The Crown Colony status was not in itself the end, he said, but the 
evolutionary stage prior to the attainment of self-governing Dominion 
Status. The mandate system implied a government of many Siates 
unable to adopt a definite policy and whose laws were just words. 
A Crown Colony would establish a settled regime, whose word would 
be law. 

Mr. Tom Williams, M.P., felt that the movement was premature.

His information was that the official Zionists had definitely accepted 
Partition. As a member of the Palestine Parliamentary Committee, he 
received information from those Zionists, and consequently he felt 
that a new organisation without definite relationship to them might 
cause a misunderstanding. 

Colonel H. B. Trevor-Cox, M.P., spoke in the same vein.

“ This year we stand before the second stage of the ‘On to Galilee’ 
effort. But it is of vital importance that the pace of the work be 
intensified. Prevailing circumstances render it imperative that in the 
present year a sum of £100,000 over and above its normal resources 
be placed at the disposal of the Keren Kayemeth for this effort. To 
attain this end, all forces of the Zionist Movement must co-operate.” 

As reported in our last issue, the first settlement in Upner Galilee, 
Hanuta, was established—and attacked—last week. Hanuta ts the 
name of the area on which the new settlement will be established. A 
small Arab village, or, more correctly, a large building containing four 
families of tenants, is on the land, which ts on the very boundary of 
the Lebanon, east of Ras el Nakura. On the north, the land borders 
the Republic of Lebanon. The new strategic road between Ras cl 
Nakura and the Vale of Huleh passes close by. The landscape is one 
of the most beautiful in the country. From the hillock on which the 
settlement will be established there are seen in the distance Hatfa, 
Mount Carmel, Emek Zebulun with ns settlements, and Nahariya, the 
nearest Jewish point to the new settlement. The land is of a hilly 
nature and comprises 3.992 dunams. Investigations have shown that 
after suitable preparatory work, 2,500 dunams will be cultivable.

When settlers in the new village on Jewish National Fund land 
took up their life on the soil last week, the attention of an official of 
the Fund was attracted by large ornamented blocks of stone. They 


turned out to be the remains of the ancient third century Synagogue. 


There was one stone engraved with two candelabra, an inverted 
oval-shaped bowl, a rosette, and also citrus and pomegranate designs. 
This form of decoration is known to belong to Synagogue art of that 
period. A mosaic floor was also discovered, but has not yet been 
cleared or deciphered. Excavations are now to proceed. /

ACTIONS COMMITTEE AND 
THE GROSSMAN CASE 


From Professor A. S. YAHUDA 
To the Editor of THe Jewisi Curonicte 


«SHR, lam very sorry to see that the Actions Committee has completely 
ignored my appeal mm the matter of the Grossman Case. The “ Grossman 
Case ~ has thus widened to such an extent that it is now rather an “ Actions 
Committee Case.” | said in my appeal that if the Actions Committee would 
not reconsider the matter in a fair and impartial manner. then there could 
only be two clear alternatives. Unfortunately, the Actions Committee has 
shown by tts attitude, on the one hand. that it was not responsive to 4 
public summons to do justice, and, on the other hand, that it surrendered 
its authority without making the slightest attempt to defend the rights 
entrusted to it by the Jewish people and disregarded by the President of 
ine Zronist Organisation. 

In the course of a speech, Dr. Weizmann admitted the authenticity of the 
cocument published by Mr. Grossman. But he did so quite incidentally. 

if it were a very unimportant matic: ihe fact that the Actions 
Commuttee did not raise one single word of protest against Dr. Weizmann’s 
attitude. while at the same time rejecting the proposals of Mr. Grossman's 
party for revision, shows that whilst the Achons Committee was merciful 
rowards the President for a major offence. it was mitiless towards the 
Vice-President for a minor offence thus the Actions Committee made 
tself quilt of dispensing two measures of jpistice: the one of protecting the 
rong, and the other of sacrificing the weak 

Mr. Grossman having exhaustively expounded his own case in Ti 
i wish CHRONICLE of March [8th, and Dr. Weizmann having publicly 
idmutted the authenticity of the document published by Mr. Grossman 
very little es feft for me to add concerning the case itself. But 1 want to 
eviphasise the following very important points 

l That the Court of Honour was composed of political opponents of 
Mi Grossman, so that one cannot bilan him tor havineg 
tried by them behind closed door: 

2. That Dr. Weizmann, by promising the Colonial Secretary to accept 
an mmproved Partition scheme, implicitly engaged himself to relieve the 
British Government from their mandatory obligations which logically had to 
toHow as the most important consequence of his acceptance of the scheme 
All the contentions of Dr. Weizmann'’s defenders that his acceptance did 
not include that point are only mincing words. This acceptance, indeed. 
points to nothing more and nothing less than the tearing up of the Balfour 
Declaration signed by over fifty nations-—in exchange for a scheme to be 
implemented by the very Government who are making every effort to free 
themselves from mandatory obligations solemnly undertaken by a British 
Government and repeatedly conlirmed by successive British Governments 

These facts, in addition to those supplied by Mr. Grossman, make still 
heavier the responsibility of the Actions Committee in refusing even to 
ceal with the Grossman Case. I feel compelled, therefore. to challenge the 
Actons Committee for its attitude: 

| challenge, first of all. the President of the Actions Committee. Mr 
t ssishkin, to state why he has not taken up Mr. Grossman's case and urged 
the Actions Committee to order a revision. Why did he. as one of the 
leaders of the opposition to Partition, pass in silence the admission of Dr. 
Weizmann, although the latter was pledged by the resolution of the Actions 
Committee, long before Congress, not to negotiate on the basis of Partition” 

| challenge Dr. Wise. one of the most prominent members of the Actions 
Committee, who so gallantly advocates the rights of the Jews when 
persecuted by non-Jews, to say why he kept silent in a case in which a 
lew was persecuted and dishonoured by his fellow-Jews without being given 
the Opportunity of publicly defending his case. Does Dr. Wise reserve his 
rich store of eloquence for denouncing injustices committed against Jews 
by non-Jews, keeping silent when a Jew is deprived of his legal rights by his 
tcllow-Jews? Will Dr. Wise allow us to believe by his attitude that he 
would tolerate two different codes of morality: the one based on the highest 
principles of the Prophets, to be preached with torrential vehemence to the 
erring Gentiles: the other, based on political consideratwons, to be whispered 
in the ears of Jews when Jewish leaders are summoned to defend the 
rehts of a fellow-Jew who is.the victim of arbitrary proceedings —when 
fewish leaders are called upon to exercise their influence and authority 
iO repair such a wrong” 

| further challenge the leader of the Mizrachi Organisation, Rabbi Meir 
Kerlin, the great defender of the Torah: Is it only with the safeguarding of 
the ritual and ceremonial commandments that he is concerned, but not with 
the protection of the highest principles of justice and equity which the 
jewish religion was the first to proclaim to human kind” 

| also challenge the opponents of Partition to say whether the secret 
and unauthorised action taken by the President of the Zionist Organisation 
to undermine in advance all their efforts against Partition ts of less danger 
to the Zionist cause than Mr. Grossman's offence in disclosing Dr. Weiz- 
mann’s action?

the rights of Jews; why. in this case of a flagrant travesty of justice against 
a fellow-Jew, have they turned a deaf ear’ 3 

1 am not concerned individually either with Mr. Grossman or with Dr. 
Weizmann. But what I cannot and shall never admit ts that a body which 
is considered as being representative of the Jewish people should be 
allowed to set such a deplorable example of intolerable partiality. 

In conclusion, | must sav that what grieves me more than anything else 
is that in a time of such dire sufferings and appalling humiliation for our 
people, when all our forces are needed to fight the injustice committed 
against thousands of our poor brethren under the most horrible conditions, 
we should be compelled to waste our time and energies in clamouring for a 
restoration of justice by representative Jewish bodies of such standing as the 
Actions Committee and the Zionist Organisation. Can we hope that, after 
all, the voice of outraged conscience will be heard and not drowned in 
political strife by party machinations’

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HABONIM 
East London Pelez Triumphs Over Difficulties 


The Habonim movement has a spirit that rises above mere material 
difficulties. That spirit was well tested and emerged successfully at 
a pageant given by the fifteen Gedudim of East London Peleg on 
Sunday at the Adler Hall, Stepney Jewish Schools, Stepney Green, E. 
The hall is not really suited to stage performances, but its difficulties 
were overcome by the ingenuity of the Bonim and Bonot and by the 
fact that they took the audience into their confidence, as it were. 

The performance was timed to begin at 3.30, and at that hour 
everything was ready. Unfortunately, the punctuality of Habonim 
was not matched by that of the audience, and the performers had 
to wait half an hour until sufficient parents and friends had gathered 
to make it worth while proceeding. The interval was filled in with 
Hebrew songs, which established the right atmosphere for the 
production. The scenery, properties, and costumes had all been made 
by Gedud members, to whom credit is due for overcoming financial 
difficulties. 

Two pageants were presented, one of which, “We Build and We 
Plant,” consisted of mime, dance, song, and dialogue, in five scenes. A 
large part of the audience joined in the songs. The performers would be 
the last to claim that the production was perfect, but through the 
spiritual quality behind the pageant, the underlying idea was passed 
on to the audience. One felt the tragedy of the Jew, but at the same 
time one appreciated the triumph of Eretz Yisrael over that tragedy. 

Habonim in East London are truly pioneers. The greatest difficulty 
presented to them is apathy both of children and parents. If the 
movement is to flourish there as it should, parents and children will 
have to play a much more active part in it. 

At the end of the performance the Ba-Koach, Mr. J. C. Gilbert, 
made a short speech in which he appealed for the co-operation of the 
parents. 


FRIENDS OF HABONIM 


Mr. and Mrs. L. Warshaw were “At Home” on Thursday evening 
of last week to receive Friends of the Habonim movement. Mrs. 
Michael Siet! presided 

Mr. Leon Simon, C.B., after describing the methods by which the 
organisation operated, and the way in which the boys and girls were 
grouped, said that the movement bridged the gulf which ordinarily 
separated the Jewish education of an English child from the English 
milicu in which he grew up. Moreover, it taught him something of 
what was being done tn Palestine, and fo the child the bright side of 
Jewish life, as instanced tn the re-building of the Jewish National 
Home, was essential if he were to be attracted, or held for Judaism. 
It had not at first been intended to make of Habonim a Zionist move- 
ment, but their experience was once more that Zionists were the only 
members of the Anglo-Jewish Community in whom a living Judaism 
was maintained. Habonim wa; close’y bound up with Palestine and 

. with the revival of the Hedrew language, and the probabilities were 
that the Jewish child who was conscious of receiving the influences of 
Habonim, would shoulder the responsibilities in the future. 

[hey needed financial help, he said. They needed a new Handbook. 
they had to maintain a permanent central office and a secretary. and 
they needed propaganda so as to populdrise the movement with the 
youth of the Community. 

Mr. A. Herman. said that the Haboa.ci movement brought to the 
Jewish child something tangible concerning his Judaism. and further 
itunited the child to other Jewish groups of children. They pleaded 
not only for financial aid in the great undertaking in which they were 
engaged but also for understanding and realisation by the Anglo- 
Jewish Community 6f the very urgent need for their contribution to 
the maintenance of Jewish faith. 

Mr. J. C. Gilbert said that the movement was entirely voluntary, and 
that it produced a system of self-discipline in its adherents which was 
wholly desirable. 

The Mazkirat Habonim is at present touring the Provincial Centres in order 
to estimate the progress which the movement has made outside London... She 
has already visited Birmingham, Manchester, and Leeds, and in the next week 
will visit Doncaster, Hull, and other centres. Her reports so far indicate con- 
siderable numerical progress, and in Minchester four new Gedudim have been 
started this year. The numbers in Birmingham have also increased one 
hundred per cont., and Leeds Habonim is forging steadily ahead. It is note- 
worthy that in all the Provincial towns Habonim ts able to rely on very helpful 


local sympathy, and in many cases Communities have been revitalised throuch 
the movement. 


A census is now being taken of the membership of Habonim. as a recult of 


which it is expected that a vast increase will be reported in the number 
of Bonim and Bonot in the Movement. Census forms already to hand indicate 
that many Gedudim have doubled their membership. 

Arrangements are now well in hand for the annual camp. © This year 
the experiment of holding three camps will again be continued. The main 
Southern Camp will be held at Christchurch, near Bournemouth: the Senior 
Camp tn the Shakespeare country, and the Noithern Camp at Prestatyn. It is 
expected that this year there will be a record number of chi dren under canvas. 

Gedud Jerusalem (Poet's Road, London, N.5), recenly celebrated its fifth 
birthday.

ARABS AND THE TERROR 


Hated by the Vast Majority 
PARTITION LESS NECESSARY THAN EVER 
Why Not Hold a Plebiscite ? 


[From our Correspondent—JerusaLem, March 27th] 


It would probably be an accurate estimation of the present situation 
In Palestine to describe the bulk of the Moslem population as genuinely 
desirous of a speedy return to, and a firm maintenance of, law and 
order. Few of the Arabs, except those who derive benefits directly 
from the uncertainty, have any liking for the situation thrust upon them 
by the political leaders who have been operating from under 
cover since the Mufti of Jerusalem was allowed to slip away from the 
sanctuary of the Mosque of Omar to the safety of Beirut and issue 
his orders with impunity from there. 

Moreover, the Arab rural population has had its burdens greatly 
increased by the new feature of terrorism rampant—the incursion of 
armed bands into the villages, the extortion of money and provisions 
to replenish the rebel treasury and larder and the murder of recalcitrant 
peasants. This was a development foresten in these columns towards 
the end of 1936, when the so-called general strike was called off by 
the Arab leaders after receiving a request from the Arab rulers: and 
it seems surprising, to say the least, that the Arabs themselves failed 
to foresee the Frankenstein monster they were creating in the system of 
organised lawlessness which they had introduced against the British and 
the Jews.. For every Jewish resident killed by Arab gunmen in the 
last two years, there have been at least three murders of law-abiding 
Arabs; and a good many more if one counts the terrorists who have 
given their lives, quite vainly, in opposing the British forces. In short, 
fratricidal terrorism is now worse than any other aspect of the 
disturbances. 

In these circumsiances, the Government's policy of weeding out the 
suspected elements in the Wagfs (Moslem religious property) Adminis- 
tration and in the Sharia Courts—which tn the past were known to be 
the principal instrument of political disobedience and certainly a hotbed 
of anti-British intrigue paradoxically financed from British funds—must 
be heartily welcomed. 

It is fairly well Known locally now that, by his convenient disaprear- 
ance, the Mufti of Jerusalem obliged the British Government by ridding 
them of the embarrassing problem of what to do with him—much to 
the annoyance of the French authorities in the Lebanon, who were less 
amenable to the. manifestations of his nationalist ardour. Yet so 
relieved must the Palestine Government. have been (to judge by 


Haj Amin al Husseint fled) at this facile solution that it was not until 
recently they awoke to the fact that the associates and myrmidons 
of his former Eminence were carrying on the campaign of instigation 
and incitement under the very noses of authority. Hence all the 
activity in the last couple of weeks in the dismissal and arrest of 
the Wagqf and Sharia Court judges and officials. 


Belated Realisation of Truth 


At long last the Government had realised that these men, in direct 
touch with the Arab rank and ‘ile, have been remarkably well placed, 
both to keep alive the sympathy for the “ martyred Mufti and his 
fellow-exiles which those gentry commanded while they were here and 
to extract moneys by means known all over the East in order to main- 
tain that terrorism which is part of the Mufti’s political policy. Under 
a British Government, riots and disturbance never fail to produce 
the process of a Commission of Inquiry, recommendations, replace- 
ment of the chief administrators and concessions to the rioters, in 
Palestine no less than in other spheres of Colonial Office responsibility. 

The premise that the Arabs themselves long for the termination of 
the present disturbed situation is advanced with the knowledge of their 
(privately expressed) hearty dislike of the conditions engendered by 
the political uncertainty. Probably not even under the Turkish Govern- 
ment did the Arab economic situation reach such a low ebb as at 
present. But the Arabs, inarticulate at the best, are genuinely afraid 
to voice their real opinions of the situation and of the political future 
they regard as the best guarantee for peace, owing to their keen 
distrust of the Government. 

Intellectual Moslems seriously believe that the British authorities 
do not wish to put an end to the disorders because they are committed 
to a course that has Partition as its goal; and that, by allowing the 
various symptoms of disturbance to remain, the British Government or 
its spokesmen can point to the need for such a radical solution. Had 
the Government really wanted to establish peace, say these Moslems. 
they could have stifled the movement of civil disobedience at its 
source long ago and placed the Mufti under close restraint instead 
of fatuously allowing him to escape to a place where he could continue 
his activities. 

Any ordinary Arab accosted in the street or the fields who may be 
asked what he thinks ought to be the future of Palestine will (after 
a furtive glance round to see that none is listening to give him away 
to the terrorists) wholeheartedly support a friendly understanding with 
the Jews. He knows, in spite of the cunning campaign of propaganda 
and falsehood allowed to develop unchecked for nearly twenty years, 
that the Zionist Movement has, in its practical application to Palestine. 
brought about a rise in the Arab standards of living; that without 

Zionism there would have been no possibility of the progress since 
the end of the War (and little justification for British administration): 
and that the sole hope of ordered development lies in proximity to, if 
not in actual co-operation with, the Jewish economy. What worries 
him is that the British Government has sedulously created the impres- 


sion that the racial friction fanned by a handful of tarbushed effendis 
is a widespread condition inherent in Palestinian life. i . 

Yet how does the British Government or the Palestine Administration 
know what is in the mind of the ordinary Arab if they have listened 
all «tsag to the fulminations of that same group of self-appointed 
spokesmen, keen upon the plums of political preferment under an 
independent regime, which has masqueraded under different titles since 
1920? There have never been either real Arab suffrage or internal 
democratic institutions. The defunct Arab Executive was the lingering 
remnant of the seventh Arab Congress held in 1927; the much-vaunted 
Arab Higher Committee of 1936-37 was a conglomeration of limited 
clan representatives and hired functionaries. The real views of the 
decent, hardworking Arab populace were never sought. . 

It is indeed symptomatic of British officialdom ever since 1920 that it 
was only aware of any definite lawless movement when an outbreak 
occurred. Yet a mere onlooker like your Correspondent, without any 
particular pretensions to prophecy, was able to foresee the riots of 1929 
and to publish a prediction to that effect in these columns fully a fort- 
night before the outbreak, and similarly to point to the ominous signs 
of an outbreak early in 1926. 

Readers of these lines may wonder if it is possible to avoid the con- 
clusion that Partition is inevitable because of the hardening of 
communal hostility and racial animosity in the last two years. Of 
course it is. Actually Partition is less necessary than ever. The bulk 
of the Arabs are beginning to consider themselves in the same boat with 
the Jews, what with their political bewilderment, their economic 
depression, and the menace to their lives, property, and livelihood 
emerging from terrorist activities. 

Is there an outlet from the impasse other than those already pro- 
posed? I would suggest that there is, an obviously simple one: Ask 
the people of Palestine to decide the fate of their own country. Every- 
one has heard what this or that leader, or this or that group, thinks of 
Partition or its alternativés, but none knows the opinion of the people 
who really count. If, therefore, the new Technical Commission wished 
sincerely to investigate the feasibility and workability of Partition 
rather than a particular cut-and-dried plan, it might with advantage 
consider the holding of a referendum among both Jews and Arabs. 

Such plebiscites are naturally subjected to political pressure, but if 
one were held in Palestine it should not be beyond the capacity of the 
Administration to exercise restraint over the electioneering methods 
employed. The people ought to be given a chance of indicating their 
own attitude towards Partition. “Their answer to the question formu- 
lated would then form the basis upon which the Commission could 
render its judgment and the British Government adumbrate its final 
policy.

SOLDIER KILLED IN TROLLEY WRECK 
Accident to Passenger Train Averted 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM, March 25th] 


Drummer Donald Thomson, of the Royal Scots Fusiliers, was 
fatally wounded and Private F. V. Young, of the same regiment, was 
injured in the arm when a military patrol trolley was blown up by 
a land-mine placed on the permanent way of the Palestine Railways 
main line near Gaza. The accident’ occurred at about 11.30 last 
night, at about the same spot where a passenger train recently went 
over a Shell which, however, did not explode. The night train from 
Egypt to Palestine was due to rass across the site of the explosion a 
few hours later. There was a two hours’ delay. Drummer Thomson 
died of his wounds at Khan Yunis. 

The Royal Scots Fusiliers have recently taken over responsibility 
for communications, and furnish the patrols for the railway line to 
detect possible sabotage, such as removal of rails or laying of bombs. 
The trolleys consist of open automobile vans fitted with iron train 
wheels. There were two trolleys proceeding along the line at the time 
of the accident. 

The funeral, with military honours, of the dead drummer was held 
at the Ramieh military cemetery this afternoon. 


THE ANGLO-ITALIAN TALKS 
Britain’s Solemn Undertakings

It is impossible not to feel a certain disquiet about reports, obviously 
emanating from official quarters in Rome, which purport to describe 
the scope of the present Anglo-Italian talks in ‘their bearing on 
Palestine. Of course, in discussions of this kind, the grounds - 
may change from day to day, but, from the most recent reliable 
information at the time of writing, it certainly looks as if Signor . 
Mussolini were endeavouring to interpret the formula about the 
maintenance of the status quo in the Mediterranean after a 
fashion entirely his own, and hardly warranted by pre-existing facts and . 
international pledges. Italy, it may be recalled, recently left the 
League of Nations of her own free will, thereby forfeiting whatever. 
rights she possessed as a member of the League Council to interfere

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reports are misleading, Signor Mussolini

GERMAN-JEWISH IMMIGRATION 


38,000 Newcomers in Five Years 


— 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


During the past two years, the ratio of German-Jewish immigrants 
to the total Jewish immigration was 29 and 35 per cent. respectively, 
bringing the total percentage for the five years ending December 31st 
last to 22 out of a total of 175,000, or over 38,000 settlers. 

The figures include German nationals as well as nationals of other 
countries who were resident in Germany. The number of German 
citizens who came directly from Germany was 24,987, and those of 
German nationality from other countries 1,659. There were 7,277 
ciizens of other countries, or “ Stateless’ persons, who came from 
Germany. 

Of the 33.923 persons who came directly from Germany, 40.3 per 
cent. were in the Labour schedule, 38.1 per cent. were “ capitalists ” 
(having a minumum of £P1,000 each), and 14.2 per cent. were depen- 
dants of Palestine residents. The remainder were artisans with £P250 
each, or more, and students. 

German-Jewish “ capitalists ” constituted an average of 45 per cent. 
of the total immigration in this category in the last five years, while 
Labour immigrants were only 17 per cent. Doctors were the leading 
element in those among the liberal professions, educationists, engineers, 
and architects coming next. 

A complete review of German-Jewish immigration has just been 
issued by the Department of Statistics of the Jewish Agency Executive 
in Jerusalem.

AMERICAN SYMPOSIUM 
ON PALESTINE 


Further Batch of Messages 
REVELATION OF U.S. JEWRY’S VIEWS 


FOR the fourth week in succession, we print a number of Messages 
from clerical and lay leaders of American Jewry on the subject 
of the future of Palestine. These messages are a result of a straw 
vote undertaken by our New York Bureau. 

As in the previous issues, the preponderance of opinion in favour 
of the continuance of the Mandate, as against the Partition plan, 
is overwhelming. 

Care has been exercised to ensure that the messages printed reflect 
accurately the balance of opinion expressed in the vast Mass of 
correspondence received. 


The messages are printed in alphabetical order. 


Mr. ABRAHAM BURSTEIN (Secretary, the Jewish Academy of Arts 
and Sciences, N.Y | 
Most American Jews look upon the Partition scheme as England's 
final Palestinian perfidy. The very definite promise under which Jews 
everywhere rejoiced two decades ago was never completely kept. Much 
of the Arab turmoil to-day can be traced to British apathy and neglect, 
long before the current propaganda channels were opened. — Partition 
is an imperfect and unworkable palliative—it will satisfy neither side, 
while working a permanent injustice on the Jewry of the world. 


Mr. THEODORE CHARNAS (President, National Federation of 
Jewish Men's Clubs of United Synagogue): 

Partition would create more problems than those already existing: 
it offers no final solution. Populations cannot be exchanged, nor can 
the existing economic equilibrium be disturbed without exaction of a 
heavy toll. The prospect of a Jewish State separated from an Arab 
State by artificial boundary lines cannot lead to peace. 

The solution lies in the just administration of the Mandate and the 
development of a long-term plan for co-operation and mutual respon- 
sibility between Arabs and Jews, 


Rabbi LEO M. FRANKLIN (Temple Beth El, Detroit, Mich.): 

| beg to say that it is my well-considered opinion, as well as that 
of the great majority of American Jews—if one may judge by pulpit 
and platform utterances, editorials, and personal conversations—that 
the Partition of Palestine is not only unworkable, but it represents as 
well a betrayal both of Jews and Arabs, to neither of whom can it 
bring advantage, but for both of whom it is laden with the threat of 
conflict and suflering. 


Rabbi ABRAM M. GRANOWITZ (Member, Admtinistrative Com- 
mittee of the Zionist Organisation of America; Beth Zion Temple, 
Johnstown, Pa.): 

I am firmly opposed to the Palestine Partition Plan as proposed by 
the British Royal Commission. It is unnecessary, impracticable, and 
unjust to the Jewish people. In fact, | cannot conceive of any plan 
involving the fragmentisation of the Holy Land which would improve 
the situation in Palestine. Division will only multiply the problems a 
hundredfold. 

We Jews still have faith in the workability of the Mandate, and we 
have the right to expect Great Britain to make a sincere and earnest 
effort to enforce that Mandate before being asked even to consider a 
substitute. 


Rabbi M. HY AMSON (Congregation Orach Chaim, New York, N.Y.): 

The Partition scheme seems to me unfair and unjust, fantastic and 
impracticable. Palestine is a tiny country,10,000 English square miles. 
A fifth of this area, 2,000 square miles, is a toy State, the caricature 
of a State. Low’s cartoon with the legend “ Standing room only ” is 
a bitterly true picture. Such a small territory can never become the 
Homeland pledged in the Balfour Declaration. It will no longer be 
even an asylum where our persecuted coreligioniSts can find secure 
shelter for themselves and their families. 

The policy | suggest is an understanding with the law-abiding 
element among the Arabs, a sincere effort on the part of the British 
Government to carry out loyally the pledge of the Balfour Declaration, 
and the generous help of Jews all over the world to make Palestine a 
land lowing with milk and honey for all its inhabitants—Jews and 
Arabs. 


Rabbi HARRY M. KATZEN (Nathan Straus Jewish Centre, Bronx, 
N.Y .): 

This offer somewhat fulfils the Balfour Declaration, and somewhat 
appeases the ancient Jewish yearning for a return to his soil as master. 

Should Italy and England decide to collaborate and iron out all 
their differences, we would probably never hear again of an offer of 
a “Jewish State’ within the boundaries of Palestine. England would 
then continue with its Mandate, which may or may not ever be 
fulfilled. Palestine, to all intents and purposes, would gradually be 
reduced to the status of just another British colony. 

We as Jews have little or no choice in the matter. 


Dr. JULIAN MORGENSTERN (The Hebrew Union College, 
Cincinnati, Ohio): 

Britain. has never sought to test accurately the possibility of recon- 
ciliation of Arabs and Jews and of Arab and Jewish programmes for 
the well-being and progress of Palestine and all its citizens. When left 
to their own devices, before the undue intrusion of politics, Arabs and 
Jews made reasonable progress towards comity and co-operation. 
Unquestionably, Britain owes it to herself, to Arabs and Jews, and to 
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the world at large to try every other policy. and especially Linde 

OU specially the polic 
of Arab-Jewish reconciliation, friendship, and peace, before suking 
everything upon a desperate and almost foredoomed venture. a 
despairing leap into the dark. 


Rabbi HARRY R. RICHMOND (/ epic 


Kansas): 


Reflection upon the problem of Partition of Palestine inescapably 
leads one to an ancient legend associate with the Decalogue. lradition 
has it that when the Lord was about to give the Ten Commandments 
He visited the nations of the earth. one after the other. offerine them 
His priceless treasure. But no nation would have them on account of 
their severity. Some nations found the injunction against idolatry 
unacceptable; some refused to yield to the Commandment against 
murder; other races found the Seventh Commandment outlawing their 
way of life; still others found theft, falsehood, and covetousness too 
tempting morsels to part with, Where pon the Lord finally visited 
israel, then camping at the foot of Sina). But when the Decalogue was 
offered now, there was no choice or option with it. The offer was 
made, but if not accepted the Lord threatened to lift Mount Sinai 
and crush to dust the people in the valley. So surprised, what else 
could Israel do but say: “ We will do and we will hearken.” 

The Partition plan, though long heralded. was none the less a su; prise 
to Israel when finally thrust upon him. Yet, he was not first to deny 
its validity. The British Parliarnent, where the plan should have 
received confirmation, refused to countenance it. Leading British 
statesmen, Lloyd George ameng them, denounced it. The Leaeve of 
Nations did not sanction the measure, America refused to endorse it. 
The Jewish Agency vetoed Partition. the Zionist C ongress battled 
vehemently against it. Even the Arabs are against Partition. No 
one, except the British Cabinet, where the plan had its twilight birth. 
favours Partition of Palestine. And yet Israel, the people that wills 
Partition least, will have to accept it, and say again, as of old: “ We 
will do and we will hearken.” 


Mr. JAMES N. ROSENBERG (Ciiairman, American Jewish Joint 
Agricultural Corp.): 

Christian and Jewish opinion in the United States unite. | am 
satisfied, in regarding the pian for the Partition of Palestine as unwork- 
able, contrary alike to the interests of Arabs, Christians, and Jews. 
Such a dismemberment of the Holy Land, we believe, would be a pro- 
found and tragic error. The problem calls not for surgery but for 
healing, for goodwill and mutual concession by all groups. Towards 
such a goal I believe the Jews of America will gladly co-operate with 
all other groups. 


Rabbi SAMUEL ROSINGER (Covneregation Temple Emanuel, 
Beaumont, Texas): 

1 am thoroughly convinced of the wisdom and necessity of Partition. 
The Jew will be far better off as master in Partitioned Palestine than 
as @ minority in an undivided Palestine. I prefer a Jewish State, 
even if it be a Toyland, to a Palestine that ts No-Man’s Land. Give 
the Jewish people a chance to work out its national salvation without 
tutelage. 


Mr. WILLIAM J. SHRODER (President, Council of lowish Pedera- 
tions and Welfare funds) 

t am definitely opposed to the Partition of Palestine. I feel that 
dismemberment would make the performance of the Balfour Dec!ara- 
tion impossibie, in that the only type of State which could be developed 
would be economically dependent, geographically tmadequate, and 
politically indefensible. I believe it possible to bring about a modus 
vivendi between the Arabs and the Jews, mutually advantageous, 
without Partition. I believe the potentialities of the British Mandate 
have been by no means exhausted, and that the continuance of British 
supervision as the Mandatory Power will be in the best interests of 
Jews, Arabs, Great Britain, and the world.

1 had always hoped and looked forward to the day when Palestine 
would become a Jewish State with Jew, Christian, and Arab living

Maybe so, but that is not the kind of solution adum- 
brated in the Balfour Declaration, not to speak of the papers of Herzl. 
Some say that half a loaf is better than none. But the proposed Jewish 
State is not even half a loaf (2,000 square miles out of 10,000 square 
miles). If a man is starving, perhaps he should not spurn a crumb 
that is thrown to him, But should he delude himself that that-crumb 
will save his life? 

I share the conviction that a growing and expanding Jewish Com- 
munity in Palestine, under British guidance and encouragement, Must 

a boon to British interests in the Near East.

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AMERICA AND THE | 
REFUGEE PROBLEM 


INTERNATIONAL COMMITTEE PROPOSED 


The State Department of the United States of America announced 
last week that the Government had become “so impressed with the 
urgency of the problem of political refugees” that it had addressed 
to a number of Governments a proposal that an international Com- 
mittee should be formed to deal with the question. The Department 
asserted the belief that “a speedy co-operative effort under Govern- 
mental supervision is necessary if widespread suffering is to be averted.” 
Austria is particularly mentioned, though the extension of the efforts to 
include refugees from Germany is considered. It is proposed that the 
Governments ‘should each appoint a representative and that the Com- 
mittee thus formed should work in conjunction with private organisa- 
tions in the various countries. It is not suggested that the entry of 
refugees into any country taking part should exceed the numbers at 
present allowed by legislation, bui every effort would be made to 
facilitate.and accelerate entry within the prescribed limits. The com- 
munication has gone to Great Britain, France, Belgium, Holland, 
Denmark. Sweden, Norway, Switzerland, Italy, the British Dominions, 
and the Latin American countries. 

The New York Correspondent of THe Jewish CHRONICLE cables: 

The Press of the country and public sentiment ts entirely in support 
of the Government's scheme for aiding refugees. The Federal Council 
of Churches “rejoices in the State Departments action for inter- 
national co-operation to provide a haven for Austrian refugees.” Mr. 
William Green, the leader of the American Federation of Labour, 
has written to the B’nai B'rith that American Labour “ heartily favours 
the proposal for facilitating the immigration of German and Austrian 
refugees. From the earliest days, the United States have provided a 
haven for those persecuted on account of their religion or politics. It 
would be cruel, illegical, and entirely inconsonant with American 
principle to close our doors to them now.” 

The Joint Distribution Committee welcomes the proposals and 
pledges its participation “in carrying out Secretary Hull's humanitarian 
programme.” Dr. Cyrus Adler, the President of the American Jewish 
Committee, voices the hope that “such Governmental action may stir 
deprived by barbarian Governments of their religious and political 
rights.” Dr. Stephen Wise, the President of. the American Jewish 


Congress, says: “Christian and Jewish organisations alike will 
co-operate in the fullest measure in the course devised by conferences 
with Secretary Hull.” Messrs. Charney Viadeck, the Chairman of the 


American Ort, Harry Schaller, Commander of the Jewish War 
Veterans, and leaders of numerous other national and local bodies are 
ready to assist. The Zionist Organisation, in a resolution. passed on 
Sunday, hatls “ this historic act of President Roosevelt and Mr. Hull 
as the renewal of America’s glorious tradition of asylum and as 
exercising a high moral leadership.in a cause touching the foundation 
of civilisation.” It also urges the Government to make representations 
to Britain to lift “ the artificial barriers against Jewish immigration to 
Palestine and to open the doors according to economic absorptive 
capacity.” Worshippers in Synagogues throughout the country are 
praying for the success of the plan. 

President Roosevelt, in a message to the convention of the United 
Galician Jews, praised its work of “-establishing trade schools and 
opening new avenues ol life to a large section of the people in Poland.” 

Foreign Minister Aranha, of Brazil, is reported to be offering full 
support to the U.S.A. Government's suggestion for aid to refugees. 
The Labour Ministry is planning an adjustment of the immigration 
law. 

Favourable replies have also been received from France, Belgium, 
Mexico, Peru, Uruguay, Haiti, Santo Domingo, and El Salvadore. 
lialy has declined the invitation. 


MR. CORDELL HULL’S PLAN 


A Matter of Urgency 
BRITAIN SHOULD BE GENEROUS 
[From our Diplomatic Correspondent] 


President Roosevelt's ges‘ure in suggesting to all the leading Powers 
the creation of an international body to deal in the first place with 
the problem of the Austrian refugees, but subsequently, so it is under- 
stood, with the wider problem of world migration, is undoubtedly 
welcome to the victims of persecution and their friends abroad. It is 
the more welcome because it is accompanied by Mr. Cordell Hull's 
announcement that the United States is itself prepared to receive no 
fewer than 17,000 of these homeless people. In the circumstances. it 
would be extremely difficult for such Governments as accept 
Washington's proposals to do proportionately less in opening their own 
doors; although even in that case the total of the quotas would be very 
lar from satisfying the full requirements of the Austrian refugees. 

It is evidently because Italy has no intention. of opening her doors 
to her former protegés in Austria that Signor Mussoiuni has decline 
to allow her to be represented on the suggested international body. 
In this he may have set a bad example to others, who, for selfish or 
racial and ideological reasons, may elect to follow his lead rather than 
Great Britain's. . It is true that for the moment British acceptance, 
which is certain to be supported by all the Dominions, is merely one 
of principle. 

We have still to see whether. and if so in precisely what form, 
Washington intends to give practical effect to its proposal. The matter 
is Clearly one of urgency, in so far as the Austrian refugees are con- 
cerned. It is, therefore, to be hoped that the State Department will 
lose no time in submitting concrete suggestions relating to the com- 
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position and task of the proposed international body, and move for its 
immediate convening. When the Commissioners, or whatever they 
are to be called, actually assemble, it is further to be hoped that the 
British representatives will show the right spirit in not allowing petty 
officialdom or a niggardly feeling about opening the doors too wide to 
impede rapid progress and action. Since the United States is the 
convener of the Commission or Conference, President Roosevelt would 
do well to appoint as its Chairman an American public man noted for 
his gift of “ hustling.” 

The inclusion, among the Powers whose participation is invited, of 
those countries which are anxious to get rid of their surplus minorities 
as well as of those which are willing to receive the exiles is a wise step, 
provided that the former be not permitted to sabotage the whole 
business. But, in truth, they will have little inducement to do so, and, 
where practical minded, as Poland is, they may be among the most 
helpful .elements. 

lo revert to the Austrian aspect of the refugee problem, it would 
also be well not to base too much hope on Field-Marshal Goering’s 
attempt to secure that the expulsion of a/l Jews from Austria shall 
proceed gradually, and not be attended by pogroms or the extremer 
forms of Jew-baiting. Not so many weeks ago the Field-Marshal 
tried to mitigate the severity of anti-Jewish legislation within Germany 
itself, but. his efforts in this direction were defeated by the combination 
between Dr. Goebbels and his own subordinate at the Head ot the 
Police, the sinister Herr Himmler. He ts therefore unlikely to be more 
successful with his present attempt. 


FAVOURABLE BRITISH ATTITUDE 


According to the News CHRONICLE, the British Home Office and the 
Ministry of Labour are to take immediate steps to respond to President 
Roosevelt's proposal. The Government's policy will be the same as 
that adopted in the case of the German refugees who fled from Hitler 
in 1933. This was “to deal as liberally as possible, within the limits 
necessarily imposed by the economic situation,” .with the question of 
the permanent settlement of refugees, “ bearing in mind the necessity 
to restrict very closely the entry of foreigners into employment.” Views 
of professional organisations will be sought on the question of finding 
employment for Austrian professional men and scientists. 

Lord Halifax, the Foreign Secretary, on Monday received the Rev. 
M. L. Perlzweig., representing the World Jewish Congress, at the 
Foreign Office. The problem of the Jews in Eastern and Central 
Europe was discussed. 

A report of a meeting of leaders of the Anglo-Jewish Community, 
under the Chairmanship of Mr. Anthony de Rothschild, at which it was 
decided to launch an appeal on the lines of the German appeal, will 
be found on page 16. 


FRENCH SETTLEMENT SCHEME 
Need for Larger Population 


[from our Correspondent——-Paris] 


Under-Secretary of State, M. Philippe Serre, the head of the newly- 
created department for matters connected with the residence of aliens 
in France, a department directly subordinate to the Prime Minister, has 
approached the competent Jewish bodies in the country with the 
proposal to settle recent immigrants on the land. .The proposal ts not 
intended to encourage wnmigration, but merely to regularise the 
position of those, who have as yet no permission for permanent 
residence. The prevailing economic conditions and the growing unem- 
ployment have aroused strong objection to any increase in the number 
of aliens engaged in trade and in salaried occupations. 

M. Serre, a humane Christian Democrat, is also Secretary of State 
in the Ministry of Labour. He has thus to deal with the alicn question 
from two different angles. His solution is merely a personal, not an 
official Government, proposal, although it has a very good chance 
of being approved by the Cabinet. From the French point of view, 
the settlement of immigrants on the land would obviate the necessity 
for mass expulsions and would help to repopulate the countryside. 

The suggestion is being studied by various Jewish bodies, including 
the Federation of Jewish Societies, which has accepted the scheme in 
principle. M. M. Jarblum, the President of the Federation and a 
member of the Executive of the World Jewish Congress, writes, in 
an examination of the scheme, that in certain Jewish quarters it is 
doubted whether the class of immigrants in question are suited to 
agriculture and whether subsequent desertion of the villages may not 
discredit Jewish colonisation. There is also the problem of finance, and 
the danger that Jewish mass colonisation may nurture anti-Semitic 
tendencies. M. Jarblum believes that, in spite of the seriousness of 
the first two objections, the scheme deserves earnest consideration and 
may greatly contribute to the alleviation of the danger of mass 
expulsions. 

It is worthy of note that France has at present an acute population 
problem. Since 1935, she has had an excess of deaths over births, and 
in the two years 1935 and 1936 she lost 57,000 inhabitants. 

This situation has prompted certain private suggestions to import not 
only rural population, but also factory workers, selective immigration 
to be the guiding principle. It cannot be overlooked that this principle 
is usually meant to exclude, more or less, Jewish immigration from the 
East. The factor of political reliability is, however, often overlooked. 
In this respect, Jewish immigration should be greatly preferred to any 
Other. It is, in fact, the only one that can be seriously considered, 
since immigration from any Continental country within the Rome- 
Berlin orbit would be exceedingly dangerous, while the small Western 
countries have no excess of population and Britain has a great Empire 
for which she lacks settlers. This side of the problem has not been 
sufficiently reflected in the discussions so far. 


DENMARK’S HELP 


The Danish Government has voted a grant of 25.000 kronen to be 
divided among the three Committees which work for the refugees in 
Denmark, the Jewish, Socialist, and Academic Refugee Committees, 
The grant was passed by eighty-six votes to twenty.

VIENNA REIGN OF TERROR 


Wholesale Suicides 
JEWISH CHARITY FUNDS SEIZED 


Crowds Jeer at Victims 


The Nazi plebiscite campaign to settle the future of Austria 
was inaugurated last Saturday night by Field Marshal Goering, 
‘peaking in the hall of the former North-West railway station in 
Vienna's Jewish quarter of Leopoldstadt. 


“All Jews must leave Austria.” he said. “Vienna no longer has 
> right to call itself a German city, because there are more than 
300,000 Jews living here. Actually there are 160,000. “It has to 
fulfil tasks in the cultural and economic hrelds, and in neither can Jews 
be employed. The Jews mast get out: not because of hatred. but 
because ol necessity. The Jews must get out quickly, and take notice 
right now. I have asked Dr. Sevss-Inqguart to prepare measures for 
the complete “Aryanisation ’ of Austrian industry in accordance with 
National Socialist law. I have commissioned Herr Keppler, the deputy 
of the Fuhrer, to see that all Jewish businesses are taken overt properly, 
legally and in order, as part of the Four-Year Plan. The Jews should 
understand that we do not care to live with them. It is senseless to 
use stupid measures; the elimination of the Jews must be carried 
through after due consideration. But let the Jews take note that by the 
end of the Four-Year Plan Vienna will be a German city again. Jews 
are in control of trade, finance, art. everything. But I am going to 
alter that. We don't like Jews and they don’t ike us. We will make 
them glad to go away. Vienna shall be free from Jews. It is going 
to be a German city, a German city now and always. You are 
Germans and we are Germans. Germany and Austria are one, now 
and tor evermore.” 

The Daity Express reports that as Goering roared this warning at 
the top of hts voice, lights in Jewish flats, houses, and shops through- 
out Vienna were extinguished as though in mourning. The delirious 
crowds, listening to loudspeakers in the streets, howled with laughter 
and cried “* Jude!” as each light went out. 

Gauleiter Buerckel, who organised the Saar plebiscite, also spoke 
of the Jews, at the Concert Hall. He tried to convey the impression 
that everywhere in Vienna they were predominant. Everywhere, he 
said, one read on the doors the names Gf Jewish lawyers and doctors. 
He had heard that on the editorial staff of one Viennese paper alone 
there were seventeen “Jews and agitators” out of twenty-two. He 
also complained that some Jewish shopkeepers dared to put in their 
windows notices reading: “We employ only Aryans.’ What he 
wanted to see was a quarry with the notice: “ We have only Jewish 
workmen here.” He promised to strike a balance between “Jewish 
freedom and arrogance ” on the one hand, and the assertion of Germin 
rights on the other. His references to the Jews were applauded with 
great satisfaction by a predominantly middle-class audience outside the 
- hall. 


DR. GOEBBELS’S INHUMAN CYNICISM 


Dr. Goebbels spoke at the North-West railway station on Tuesday. 
He said that suicides in Vienna had not increased. The only difference 
was that where Germans had shot themselves before, Jews were doing 
so now. They could not set a policeman to watch every Jew to stop 
him. No one should get excited if a few editors were ejected. They 
could go to Palestine and produce their newspapers there. Every one 
knew one decent Jew, but that did not solve the racial problem. 

Gauleiter Eigruber, of. Upper Austria, speaking at Gmunden, 
announced that for its achievements in the National Socialist cause 
his Province was to have the special distinction of having within its 
bounds a concentration camp for the traitors of all Austria. According 
ot the VOELKISCHER BEOBACHTER, this aroused such enthusiasm in his 
audience that the Gauleiter could not continue his speech for some 
ume. 

The Nuremberg anti-Jewish laws are to form the basis for the 
exclusion of Jews from the plebiscite, which is to be held on Sunday 
week. This was made clear by the proclamation defining voting 
eligibility which was posted throughout the city. All persons are 
prohibited from voting who fall into the following categories: 
(1) Those who have at least three full-blooded Jewish grandparents, 
the grandparents being classified as full Jews if they professed the 
Jewish religion. (2) Mischlinge-—the children of mixed marriages—are 
declared to be Jews if two of their grandparents were full Jews, and 1 
(a) they belonged to the Jewish Community on September 16th, 1935 
(the date of the promulgation of the Nuremberg anti-Jewish legislation 
in Germany), or joined it thereafter, or (b) if they were married to a 
Jew or Jewess on that date or subsequently. The end of Plebiscite Day 
is to be celebrated by a bonfire of Jewish books in the Adolt Hitler 
Platz. The Nazis are already seizing vast quantities of books from 
Jewish shops, 


—GOERING 


The Vienna Correspondent of the Daity TELEGRAPH AND MORNING 
Post reported on Sunday that the pogrom spirit was still “ growing 
dangerously. The average number of Jewish suicides is now well over 
100 a day.” Albert Smolenskin, son of the Jewish author Peretz 
Smolenskin, and his “Aryan” wife have committed suicide at the 
holiday resort of Kobenzl. Smolenskin threw himself into the Danube; 
his wife severed a vein and bled to death... Heinrich Lewinger, a 
Councillor of Commerce and owner of a big underwear factory, has 
killed himself. So have Theodor Stroesslein, director of the Innsbruck 
branch of the Credit Anstalt Bank, and Professors Paul Blatt and 
Victor Blum, doctors. In Zwittel, in the province of Tyrol, a Jewish 
merchant named Emil Krakauer, his wife, and his daughter, aged 
twenty-two, have committed suicide. They were the only Jews who 
resided in the town. The Press has now been prohibited from pub- 
lishing any information about or even obituaries of Jews who have 
committed suicide. 

In Laibach, a Nazi shot dead a Jew named Max. Spielmann, who 
was the flancé of his sister. Phe authorities declined to arrest him. 
A Jew who managed to make his escape, writing in the DaILy SKETCH, 
describes how the Nazis came to his house: “| heard them knock 
with the butts of their rifles on the door of the flat below. A few 
minu‘es: later | heard desperate shrieks and then sobs. The door 
banged and | heard them march away. The flat belonged to a fifty- 
vear-old Jewish doctor. They whipped him when he protested against 
the searching of his flat. The doctor, who took little interest in politics, 
was thought to be well-to-do. That was the only reason they came to 
see him. They broke open al! cupboards and drawers, took all money 
and jewels, and marched away. The doctor in his despair and hope- 
lessness jumpéd out of the window of his flat the next day. His wite 
went mad and shrieked the whole day until an ambulance came and 
transported her to a lunatic asym.” 


JEW THRASHED: PEOPLE APPLAUD 


Ihe same eye-witness relates how, when Nazis were marching 
through labor Strasse, a number of people were in the street and raised 
their hands to ereet the flag. “Among them was a Jew who comd not 
get away quickly enough. Instead of the Hitler salute he took hrs hat 
off, because Jews are not allowed to wear the Swastika or give the 
Hitler greeting. The leader of the troop saw him, commanded his 
men to stop, and gave the following order: ‘Give that man a good 
hiding. Two strong young men stepped out of the ranks and gave 
the Jew a severe thrashing. People near by applauded.” | 

He describes the attempts of the Jews to escape. ~ Every traveller 
leaving Vienna had to undergo severe examination. Men and women, 
if they were Jews, had to undress completely. They were searched for 
money or valuables. Women, completely undressed, were made to 
stand in a cold waiting-room while Storm Troops passed to and fro.” 

A Rumanian who arrived at Folkestone from Vienna told a News 
CHRONICLE reporter: “ | was arrested by Storm Troopers who insisted 
that | was a Jew. They marched me to some barracks where seven 
Jews—four men and three women—were being kept prisoner. With 
them | was made to scrub filthy floors and windows. One man was 
made to clean the cloakrooms. After two hours I was released. An 
Austrian boy told me cheerfully the other day that he had earned 10s. 
When I asked him how, he replied, “Oh, for marching round the streets 
shouting Heil Hitler!’ Another friend of mine was dragged out of 
bed at 2 a.m. to scrub Schuschnigg slogans off the streets.” 

A correspondent in the New STATESMAN writes: “If they had not 
decided to make a last stand for Schuschnigg, Socialists and Jews could 
have escaped. As it was, they were caught like rats in a trap by the 
lightning invasion, and were all the more marked because they had 
come out in the open as opponents of the Nazis only twenty-four hours 
before. The news that a Government spokesman in the House of 
Commons had talked about assurances from the German Government 
that they ‘would be mild in their treatment of Austrian Jews, Catholics, 
and Marxists. sounded like news from Bedlam after one had seen with 
one’s own eves and heard with one’s own ears what was happening to 
them. All ideas that they would be treated in an ‘Austrian’ fashion 
proved completely miscalculated. The Germans were in charge and 
proceeded in German style. The desperate dash for the frontier was 
unavailing except in a tiny minority of cases, not only because the 
Nazis were leaving no loopholes but also because nearly all surround- 
ing countries pusillanimously refused admittance to the émigrés. The 
scenes of agonised farewell at the Vienna stations were only exceeded 
by the scenes of arrest, indignity, and plunder at the frontiers. 


S.S. TOOK AMBULANCE WITH THEM 


“Night after night in all districts the visitations went on, the S.S. 
dealing with the * political enemies, and frequently taking the ambu- 
lance with them, the S.A. with the Jews. Hundreds. were hauled off to 
prison and have not been heard of since, thousands had their monev 
taken from them, including nearly all the famous psycho-analysts and 
intellectuals: shops were rifled, windows smashed, cars simply stolen 
from their owners and taken off for a drunken party with the proceeds 
of the raid. It is true that a large riff-raff of the population concealed 
itself under brown shirts in the first few days to plunder for plunder’s 
sake, but since the Nazis officially forbade it, it has, to my knowledge, 
gone on unchecked. I can vouch for at least three cases, in the 2nd, 
trd. and 10th districts where Jews were made to wash out * Vote Yes 
for Schuschnigg!’ from the pavements while Nazis stood jeering and 
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cursing. The plight of Vienna's enormous Jewish population is 
indescribable. One Jew ran into a café near the Central Telegraph 
Office, screaming * Heil Hitler!’ and bratidishing a Knife with which 
he slashed at several people before cutting his own throat. Hundreds 
and hundreds of others have made a less spectacular end to a life grown 
intolerable and insane.” . 

The authorities refuse to divulge the whereabouts of the numerous 
arrested Jewish leaders. Applications of relatives to see them have 
been rejected. A delegation of Jewish booksellers, which came to the 
authorities to plead that they should be permitted to sell abroad the 
books by Jewish authors which are now prohibited in Austria, was 
arrested. Dr. Armand Kaminka, the seventy-five-year-old. Jewish 
scholar, and Secretary General of the Alliance Israélite in Austria, has 
been arrested. Dr. Kaminka was the founder of the Maimonides 
Institute, and lectured at the Hebrew University. He translated Plato 
and Aristotle into Hebrew. 

The Vienna newspapers report the arrest of M. Maximilian Schreier, 
the Jewish journalist who was Editor of the important weekly Der 
Morcen. He had been an opponent of the National Socialist ideology. 
The arrest of a prominent woman physician, Dr. Bianca Steinhardt, a 
Jewess, is also reported. Other arrests include the following Jews 
Dr. Carl Lothberger. a Professor in Vienna University Medical School: 
Ludwig Hirschfeld: Raoul Auernheimer. former member of the Neus 
Freie Presse editorial staff; Arnold Eisler and Emil Maurer, Socialist 
lawyers. Fisler was the Secretary of Justice in Austria’s Coalition 
Government some years ago, and Maurer was President of the Seventh 
District of Vienna. 


1,600 ARRESTS ADMITTED 
Jews Made to Clean Streets 


The arrest of Herr D. Loebl, former Editor-in-chiet of the N&ves 
Wiener TAGBLATT, was reported in Vienna on Monday. [It ts under- 
stood that Dr. Desider Friedmann, President of the Vienna Jewish 
Community, has been transterred from the Rossauerlander police 
prison to the Criminal Court. a move which ts held to precede his earls 
release. Attempts made by Chief Rabbi Taglicht to see the Naz: 
Minister for Cultural Affairs failed. A subordinate official told the 
Chief Rabbi that “ things will quieten down after a bit.” 

The latest arrests are those of Dr. Oskar Griinbaum, President of th: 
Austrian Zionist Federation: Edler von Friedmann, President of the 
Jewish Ex-Servicemen’s Organisation, Ludwig Stossl, a well-known 
actor: and Dr. Irwin Honig, former Vienna Correspondent of the 
PRAGER TAGERBLATT. 

In a statement to the Press. Herr de la Trobe, representative of the 
Ministry of Propaganda, admitted that 1,600 people had been arrested 
for “ political or semi-political reasons,” of whom 300, he said, had 
been released. Professor Heinrich Neumann, ear specialist to the Duke 
of Windsor, who was imprisoned for ten days, is among those released 
His passport has been taken trom him. The State Depariment in 
Washington has succeeded in obtaining the release of Court Councillor 
Salomon Frankfurter, former hbrarian of Vienna Universfy and

uncle of Mr. Felix Frankfurter, the well-known American lawyer. 
Baron Louis Rothschild has also been released. None of the released 
is able to leave the country. The newspapers are not allowed to 
discuss the position of Professor Freud, once regarded as amongst the 
greatest celebrities in Austria. “ Professor Freud has not been arrested 
or detained in any way, and is free in every respect,” said an official 
spokesman. “Is he, then, free to go to England?” he was asked. 
* Professor Freud doubtless suffers under the disability other Austrians 
suffer under,” replied the official. “ He and other Austrians are holders 
of passports that are no longer valid, and German passports will not 
be issued until after the plebiscite”. The Jewish Agency has agreed 
to allot Palestine Immigration Certificates to Professors Freud and 
Neumann if they can get out of Austria. | 

Jews have been forced to act as cleaning squads to remove all traces 
of the Dollfuss Cross painted on the pavements by the Fatherland 
Front in preparation for the Schuschnigg plebiscite. To the jubilation 
of large crowds of Viennese Nazis, both men and women, Storm 
Troopers fetched out the Jewish owners of large shops or held up at 
random passers-by without the Swastika emblem and forced them to 
scrub away at these crosses. The Datty TELEGRAPH AND MORNING 
Post Correspondent (who has since been expelled) was approached 
for this purpose by two Storm Troopers, who asked if he was “Aryan.” 
Mr. Vernon Bartlett, in the News CHRONICLE, reports the same 
A Jewish 
General foiled the attempts of the Storm Troopers to draft him for 
street-cleaning. He is General Sommer, the Commander of the 
Monarchist Jewish Ex-Servicemen’s Legion. When the Brownshirts 
entered his home and told him to accompany them, the General asked 
permission to change his clothes. When he reappeared, he was wearing 
the full-dress uniform of a General of the Austrian Army bedecked 
with all his medals. The S.A. men were apparently unwilling to submit 
the Austrian uniform to public obloquy. They, therefore, saluted and 
withdrew. Other Jews were not so fortunate. They followed, how- 
ever, the example of the General and donned their morning coats, 
striped trousers, and top hats, and, thus attired, proceeded to clean 
the streets. Reuter reports that it is quite a common sight to see Jews 
brought out from their shops and houses and made to wash the streets 
or the cars of the S.A. leaders. 


JEWISH RELIGION MOCKED 
Horst Wessel” Sung in Synagogue 


ihe House of the Israelitische Kultur-Gemeinde, the central religious 
organisation of the Jews and their poor relief centre, in the 
Seitenstettengasse is occupied by S.S. guards, and has been turned into 
a Jew-baiting establishment. Jews have been forced to put on top hats 
and tallesim and tie tefillin to their wrists and have then 
been made to sweep the streets in front of the house. About £8,000 
ot poor relief money has been seized. Jews who, not knowing that the 
building was taken over, went there for relief or for information have 
been allowed in and been ejected after some time. Their treatment, 
reports THe Times, could only be guessed by their wry faces and their 
limping gait. The crowd gathered outside to peep through the window 
into a long room, where, as the darkness that brought the Sabbath fell, 
an S.S. man sat smoking under a Chuppah; a steel helmet was on the 
table belore him and rifles were stacked beside him. The adjoiming 
Synagogue was also raided. About 100 youths, armed with rifles and 
revolvers, broke into it during evening prayers. The doors were shut 
by armed guards. whose leader declared that everybody in the building 
was under arrest. Nazis stood in the Synagogue and sang the Horst 
Wessel 

Ihe common room of the Jewish students in Vienna, where about 
400 used to dine daily, has been converted into Nazi barracks. The 
Nazis are now occupying many Jewish public offices for this purpose, 
including the old Ztonist Alt-Herren Club, the Talmud Torah buildings, 
and Dr. Krieger's Jewish Orphans’ Home, from which 170 orphans 
were thrown out. Shops and houses are still being looted. You are 
told to telephone to a certain number if “ unauthorised people in 
Nazi uniform try to loot your possessions, but nobody answers the 
telephone and your belongings go. 

in Graz, Nazis have broken into Jewish houses at night and have 
driven the Jews half-naked into the streets, compelling them to shout 
* We are dirty Jews. Long live the Nazis who have released Austria 
trom the influence of the Jews!” In Graz and in Linz, many Nazi 
legionaries, who had returned from Germany, have turned out Jews 
and accommodated themselves in their homes. When the Jews went 
to the police to complain, they were insulted, beaten, and sometimes 
imprisoned for their “ impudence.” 

It is the Austrian Nazis who are “ having their fling“ at the expense 
of the Jews. None of the German formations are reported to have 
played any part in the demonstrations. * Slight amelioration comes with 
an order which has now been issued for the removal of all the Nazi 
notices in the Jewish shop-windows. It is believed that the order is 
due to the presence in Vienna of Dr. Schacht, former German Minister 
of Economics. Nazis have gone from door to door ordering the 
removal of the notices. “Aryan” shops still continue, however, to 
exhibit a profusion of swastikas and exhortations to “ buy only from 
national comrades.” The following notices still appear on the walls 
of the Municipal buildings of the Twelfth District: * The S.A. warns 
Aryans against buying from Jews” and “ He who buys from Jews is 
a traitor to his country.” Jewish merchants in Wiener Neustadt. the 
second largest town in Lower Austria, have been forced to display 
in their windows a notice reading “ This shop belongs to a dirty Jew.” 


JEWS DISMISSED FROM THE THEATRE 


The first official recognition of the desperate plight in which the 
Austrian Jews now find themselves has been given by the National 
Socialist commissar of the Austrian Theatre Guild, Herr Valberg, who 
has empowered a group of Jewish theatrical people to launch a 
campaign on behalf of jobless Jewish actors. It is estimated that at 


least 300 are in need of immediate help. The authorisation came in 
the form of an order providing that preliminary steps can be taken 


for a benefit performance and the possible establishment of a theatre 
similar to the Kulturbund in Germany. 
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Within a few days, scores of names long familiar to Austrian 
audiences have disappeared from programmes and bill-boards. Aside 
from Bruno Walter, conductor and general adviser, the State Opera 
has lost the following Jews: conductor Joseph Krips; director Dr. 
Lothar Wallerstein, first ballet mistress Margaret Walmann: and first 
concert master Professor Arnold Rose, brother-in-law of Gusta, 
Mahler, the Jewish composer. In addition, the opera has lost the 
singers Else Flesch and Margaret Boker, and at least twentv Jewish 
or partly Jewish members of the orchestra. The Burgtheater has lost 
its director, Hermann Roebbeling, who is himself “Arvan.” but who 
has a Jewish wile and who presented the plays of many Jewish authors 
Other well-known Jews, some of whom are converted. who have been 
dropped trom Burgtheater programmes, are director Friedrich Rosen- 
thal; Else Wohlgemut, Lore Soivis, Lilli Karoly, and Maria Kramer, 
actresses, and Hans Wengizf and Franz Sirassni. actovs. 

Others who have disappeared from the Viennese cultural scene are 
Dr. Arthur Hellmer, director, and Professor Ernst Lothar. lessee of 
Max Reinhardt's Josefstadt Theatre: Dr. Rudolph Beer, of the Scala 
[heatre; A. Ernest, of the Volksorer: end H. Riemer. of the Komoedic 
Albert Bassermann. perhaps the Picea ot Cserman actors. has not 
played in Germany for several years because he refused to compls 
with the demands that he should divorce his Jewish wife. the actress 
Else Schiff. His friends believe that he will remain equally adanyant 
in Vienna, where he has been playing at the Scala. ard that he will leave 
the Viennese stage as well should the demand be repeated. The play 
publishers, Max rfefier and Georg Marton, it is believed. will have 
to close down because of their Jewish directorate. Ht is also held 
likely that the firm of S. Fischer-Berman, publishers, which moved 
to Vienna last year after the enforced split-up of its parent organisation 
in Berlin, will again be forced to close its doors. The Fischers were 


publishers of many famous playwrights, including Haupimann and 
Ibsen. 


MAKING THE CHILDREN SUFFER 


At the University of Vienna, Jewish students are reported to have 
been denied permission to. sit for their examinations, and to use the 
University library. Whether this proscription, which is unofficial, 
applies to all of the several hundred Jews at the University is not yet 
known. A decree has been issued restricting the number of Jewish 
students who may be admitted to the University. It rules that there 
shall be no more inscriptions this year and those already inscribed may 
be reconsidered. I[n future, the number of Jewish students admitted 
will be proportionate to the general number ef students and special 
restrictions are to be adopted for Jews from abread. 

Jewish pupils in the secondary schools of Vienna have been 
warned that for most of them this may be their last year of instruction. 
In some schools, Jewish children are being made to sil on separate 
benches and are forced to carry oul menial tasks. In one school. the 
Jewish pupils were told that in future they would not be allowed to 
take part in games. They are barred from partaking in excursions and 
study trips. They are also excluded from holiday trips. Children who 
had good marks received their textbooks free. This favour also has 
been stopped for Jewish children. According to a recent statement 
of the Jewish Community in Vienna, there are about 30,000 Jewish 
children under twelve in Austria. 


THE PERSECUTION SPREADS 
Jews Victimised in al. Walks of Life 


In the legal profession, Jews are being excluded from service as 
“laymen judges,” who, with the reguiar judge, form the counterpart 
of juries. Several Jewish lawvers have received notification that their 
appointments as receivers in bankruptcy have been cancelled in favour 
of “Aryan” lawyers. Last week, in a civil court, an “Aryan” lawyer 
attempted to anticipate possible future developments, and for the first 
time raised the question of whether a Jewish lawyer is entitled to be 
heard in a court-room. The judge ruled the question out of order. 
Jewish patients are being expelled from public hospitals and sent to 
Jewish hospitals, which are thus overcrowded. A great number of the 
dismissed Jewish doctors have been reinstated because there were too 
few non-Jewish doctors to handie the work. The authorities have 
ordered all Jewish owners of motor vehicles to register with the police. 
For nearly a week, Jews who keep their cars in public garages have 
not been able to use them. Garage-men were notified by the Nazi 
group|in charge of their trade that Jewish-owned cars must be retained 
until further notice. The owners, however, have been warned that they 
must pay their garage bills at once under threat of exposure to party 
o‘ficials. 

Following the “ Aryanisation * of the larger Jewish banks, including 
the Credit Anstalt, the Mercur Bank, and the Wiener Bank Verein, 
the Government has already begun to Aryanise~ the small private 
Jewish banks and the loan banks. Most of the Jewish banks are being 
swallowed up by banks in Germany, and the Jewish owners and 
directors are being ousted from their positions. At the same time 
the transfer of any property to foreigners has been prohibited. The 
Aryanisation of the Jewish breweries, oil and benzine firms, large 
workshops, clothing and hosiery firms, and porcelain concerns ts also 
proceeding at a rapid pace. The Semperis-Guta ‘factory and the 
Wiener-Donau Company have passed into “Aryan” hands. No 
Jewish newspapers are appearing in Vienna. A decree issued by Dr. 
Seyss-Inquart provides that special administrators shall be installed 
in all undertakings (a) whose owner has fled; (b) where there ts a 
risk of money or goods being removed; and (c) where there is any 
Other important reason for taking this course. There is no word ol 
compensation, 

_ The taxation authorities have ordered all Jews to pay their taxes 
immediately. The usual privilege of payment in instalments has been 
withdrawn from Jewish property owners and businessmen. Many 
Jewish businesses display notices that they are for sale. Instructions 
issued by Nazi Party authorities state that all mails received by 
large Jewish firms must first be opened by an “Aryan * employee 
before being read by the proprietor. The rule applies to both local 
and foreign mail. Jews have been prohibited from acquiring real

The slow task of rebuilding on a new and sirictly prescribed basis 
the shattered Austrian-Jewish Community has begun with a conference 
between a number of Jewish leaders and the Nazi Secret Police.

The Jewish public soup kitchens, the only sources of assistance let! 
to Viennese Jewry. are planning to expand their activities. Two more 
kitchens were to have been opened over the week-end in addition to 
the three now in operation, and it was hoped that two more would 
be opened this week. The seven kitchens will be able to supply 3,409 
meals daily. Attempts to reopen the closed ~ middle-class" kitchen, 
which charged nominal amounts for meals, have failed tor lack o! 
funds. The Nazis seized at the frontier a motor-van with food sent by 
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the Jews in Czechoslovakia to Vienna for the benefit of the needy 
Jews. They took the food for themselves. The € zechoslovak Consul 
in Vienna protested and was told that such transports of food would 
in future be permitted on payment of a high duty. ; 

Signs are not wanting, however, that the hearts of many Austrians 
are not with the Nazis. The Neve Wrener TaGescatt, for instance, 
which immediately after the Hitlerist coup announced triumphantly 
its complete Nazification and displayed the swastika on its front page, 
is now appearing without it. The newspaper lost a large number of its 
readers and it is now trying to regain them by adopting a more 
moderate policy. A number of impoverished Jews in Vienna have 
received anonymous gifts, accompanied by expressions of deep 
sympathy. 


THE WOULD-BE REFUGEES 


Emigration Suspended 
THOUSANDS BESIEGE CONSULATES 


Following the warning last Saturday night by Field-Marshal Goering 
that Vienna was to be speedily and mercilessly “Aryanised, thousands 
of Jews again thronged the American and British Consulates in Vienna 
secking opportunities for flight. The fact that all emigration for 
Jews has been suspended until after the plebiscite on April 10th did 
not deter the crowd, who formed long queues outside the Consulates’ 
doors from early Monday morning. 

The British Consulate admitted the applicants in groups of a hundred, 
handing out application forms and information relative to immigration 
requirements to all parts of the British Empire. In four days, more 
than 6,000 applications were received for visas for Australia alone. 
Inquiries concerning the chances of immigration in the near future 
could not be answered by either British or American consular 
authorities, who had not yet received instructions from their Home 
Otlices regarding the immigration policies to be put into effect. 

Even before Goering s speech, more than 2,000 persons crowded 
the American Consulate in one day seeking visas or financial help 

der the misapprehension that charity funds were available. More 
than half the applicants were Jews. Among those seeking visas, 
hundreds believed that the United States were prepared to admit and 
pu’ the passage of some 20,000 emigrants. The belie! was So prevalent 
that the consular authorities addressed the applicanis tn groups, 
explaining that the story had no foundation and that persons seeking 
visas must be prepared to furnish passage money, affidavits, and all 
documents.

POLAND'S NEW ANTI-JEWISH MOVES 
Complete Shechita Ban Probable 
REFUGEES AND CITIZENSHIP RIGHTS 
[From our Correspondent —Warsaw] 


During the past week, two measures have been passed by the Polish 
Diet which will turther increase the misery and poverty of the Jews. 
[he first was a measure prohibiting Shechita; the second empowered 
the Government to deprive of citizenship those who had lived abroad 
for more than five years. | 

Ihe Bill tor the complete abolition of the Jewish ritual slaughter. of 
animals was passed by an overwhelming majority by the Sejm, and 
now has to obtain the approval of the Senate. It was introduced as a 
private Bill by Deputy Dudzinski, the leader of the anti-Jewish group. 
He did not use any special arguments in its support, for the atmosphere 
was such that the mere fact that it was a measure against the Jews was 
sufficient to gain him general support. Madame Prystor, the chief 
sponsor of the anti-Shechita Bill, made tt clear that it was expected 
when the Bill became law that thousands of Jewish families would be 
completely driven from the meat trade. 

When the Bill was first discussed by the Administrative Committee 
and accepted by 10 votes against 7, Mr. Poniatowski, the Minister for 
Agriculture, was definitely against it, warning the Deputies that if 
passed it would have serious repercussions and would cause great loss 
to the peasants. This Minister was absent on holiday in Egypt and his 
Vice-Minister, Mr. Jaroszynski, showed some opposition to the Bill on 
the same grounds. The moving appeals made by the Jewish Deputies 
and the warnings of the Ukrainian Deputies who, in the debate on both 
Bills, showed a great support for the Jews, were also in Vain. 


Attack on Jewish Religion 


Deputy Rabbi Rubinstein opposed the Bill on religious grounds (as 
did Mr. Mincberg, the representative of the Agudah) and said : “ In the 
last few years we Jews have been subjected to many wrongs and 
humiliations. But this is the first time that in independent Poland an 
attack ts being made on our religion.” When the two Deputies tried to 
argue that the Bill was an open violation of Articles 111 and 113 of the 
Polish Constitution guaranteeing religious liberty and freedom to all, 
the Vice-Marshal of the Diet, Colonel Schaetzel, declared that that 
question could not be discussed. 

All warnings and appeals were useless. The Bill was passed by a 
great majority. Together with the Jews and Ukrainians a few other 
Deputies tried to introduce some amendments or oppose the Bill. One 
of them even voted with the Jews, and a number abstained from 
voting or left the Seym before the vote was taken. They all felt that 
whatever the blow against the Jews, there was at the same time being 
dealt a blow to millions of non-Jewish Polish peasants. 

Whether the Government, who in some way also suffered defeat on 
the measure, will try to prevent its passing in the Senate, is not known. 
Judged by the present growth of anti-Jewish feeling in both Houses, 
it is hardly likely to be withdrawn, particularly as the “ Ozon,” the 
official Government Party, is anxious to win supporters among the 
Right-Wing anti-Jewish elements. Jews are rather pessimistic, although 
there is stilla ray of hope that common sense, and particularly the 
position of the peasants, may effect a change. The Jewish leaders 
have, in the meantime, issued a declaration stating that they would 
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refrain from eating meat altogether. or 
Bill becomes law. A Congress of R 
decided to send a protest to the Senate. To the Jews, the measure came 
as a severe blow. It was hoped that Poland having reached a settle- 
ment with Lithuania would not introduce measures to worsen still 
further the life of her Jewry. 3

Depriving Poles Abroad of Citizenship 


Another Bill passed hurriedly on Friday is aimed not at the Jews at 
home, but against those who will try to escape from Nazi persecution 
in Austria, Danzig, and other places. 

[he Bill was introduced by the Government and passed its third 
reading within a few days of itsintroduction. It empowers the Ministry 
of the Interior to deprive of Polish cilizenship every person who has 
lived abroad for more than five years and who has lost contact with 
Poland. Moreover, persons who act against Poland abroad or refuse 
to come back when ordered to by the authorities. may similarly be 
deprived of their citizenship. Whil: the second two clauses in the Bill 
are seemingly directed against those hundreds of Poles serving in the 
International Brigade in Spain or political refugees, the primary object 
of the Bill is taken by Jewish leaders here. to be directed against the 
Jews who wish to return from Austria. The Bill does not mention the 
word “Jew,” It is simply a * Bil! for the protection of the State.” But 
the haste with which 1i was introduced indicates its aims. Large numbers 
of Polish Jews in Austria are hoping to return. They are mainly from 
Southern Poland and emigrated, or were driven by the War. to Austria. 
They remained Polish citizens, but have been away for more than five 
years. Their chances of obtaining permits to return are now very remote. 
Their number is not exactly known. It is believed to be about 25.000. 
Almost halt that number are stated to be anxious to come back. 

Any person deprived of citizenship will have, even if already natural- 
ised abroad, to obtain a special permit from the Minister of the Interior 
if he wishes to visit Poland. If he comes back, even temporarily, 
without such permit, he is liable to a term of imprisonment of up to 
five years and a fine. Wives and children are affected if the father is 
deprived of citizenship. This measure will undoubtedly have reper- 
cussions on Polish Jews in England and the U.S.A. Many of them 
have bern away from Poland tor more than five years, but are not yet 
naturalised Englishmen or Americans. Their chances of being able to

RESIST HITLERISM 
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REBECCA WEST ON THE ENGLISH “ ARYANS” 


Their Characteristics Analysed 
~-AND FOUND TO BE “ JEWISH”! 


Miss Rebecca West was the principal speaker at the annual luncheon 
of the North-West London Women’s Zionist Society, held on Thursday 
of last week at the Trocadero Restaurant. 

Mrs. I. M. Sieff presided and recalled the occasion when a company of 
British business men had raised objections to the presidency of a naturalised 
Briton. The gentleman referred to observed that, while they were only 
British because they could not help it, he had deliberately chosen to be 
British. Mrs. Sieff said that she was a Rebecca through no effort of her 
own: but Miss West. who, besides being a most distinguished woman 
of letters, was an earnest and sympathetic friend of the underdog, had 
chosen to be a Rebecca 

Miss West said she could boast of pure “Aryan” origin; but she 
wondered if that was a matter to boast about. She had been making efforts 
to find out what “Aryans” knew about themselves. and the first accusa- 
tion she had to level against them was that they adored money. They 
were also dangerous internationalists: and they operated most in “Aryan ~ 
capitals against the helpless citizens of the countnes'in which they lived. 
An example of this had been given them that day. when tt was revealed 
that a group of English people were mtending to start a newspaper 
in Brussels for the purpose of frustrating Bolshevism. “Arvans” displayed 
the shameful characteristics of cringing and knuckling under to superior 
force. “Could that.” asked Miss West. “be the result of persecution? © 
She knew that in boxing it was extremely bad technique to present a chin 
lead. but she hesitated to describe the section of its anatomy with which the 
present British Government proposed to lead in Foreign affairs. 

She had recently observed newspaper posters announcing disastrous air 
attacks over Barcelona. and she had hazarded a bet that Dean Inge would 
forthwith write an article tn support of General Franco. Surely enough, 
that priest. who preached the gentleness of Christianity to which the 
majorty of “Aryans” subscribed, promptly did so. 

The tradition of the greatness of the British Empire was built up on the 
liberal tradition of the last century. They had abandoned the habit of 
hitting others on the head: and. in fact, in the cave-man achievements of 
force and brutality they had long ago given first place to others. And 
vet to-day the “Aryans” of this country were busily throwing away their 
great tradition with both hands 

Another characteristic of the “Aryan ™ almost. convinced her of the 
truth of the theory that the British were descended from one of the 
lost tribes of Israel. For « was an Oriental ebullience. which at times almost 
amounted to vulgarity. not, be it understood, for things of the mind, 
but for an idiotic display of exposing oneself to unnecessary danger. Perhaps 
this last characteristic explained the choice of Mr. Neville Chamberlain. 
im whose career there was no other recommendation to favour it. as 
Premier at the present moment. 

Miss West related her encounter with a group of “Aryan” boasters 
who indulged in a public orgy of praise concerning a fellow-“Arvan” who 
had broken a small bone im his back while skit-ing. This young gentleman 
had been raised by his friends and admirers to a high pedestal of esteem. 
which was assured him by the fact that he preserved as a trophy in his 
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office the steering-wheel of his car, in which his front teeth were embedded. 
The same young gentleman, when reminded that their prowess im skr- 
running was a later development of the achievements of the Norwegian 
people. had observed pityingly: “ The Norwegians only ski when they want 
to get somewhere. 

Turning from this picture of what Miss West described as extreme 
decadence produced by the combined effects of too much prosperity and 
the exhaustion of war, she described the contact she had made with a 
Jewish family in Serajevo. where she was staying to write a book on the 
origins of the crime which precipitated the World War. Here she found 
the finest spiritual and cultural development. Her hosts spoke beautiful 
old Spanish of the time of Ferdinand and Isabella, when their ancestors 
had been persecuted and driven forth from Spain. They were conversant 
with all the finest literature of Europe. and the entire corpus of European 
music was Known to them and appreciated by them. 

“In the refined “Aryan” school,” said Miss West in conclusion, ~ in which 
my husband was educated, he tells me that it was the custom to refer to 
jews as ‘old clothes men. We ‘Aryans’ have been so busy latterly 
shedding the outer garments of civilisation, that | for one am rather grate- 
ful to you for preserving them.”

GERMANY AND THE BOYCOTT 
Attempt to Gain Foreign Custom 


According to Dit BANK, a Weekly financial and economic magazine 
published in Berlin, a scheme has been drawn up to induce Germans 
living abroad to purchase German goods. Depots are to be set up 
where the density of German population would justify them; and 
mail order business will also be conducted. In order to overcome 
tariff difficulties a subsidy, stated to amount to £40,000,000 a year, will 
be granted to German manufacturers. 

Sir Frederick Marquis, Managing Director of Messrs. Lewis's Ltd., 
owners of large department stores in Manchester, Liverpool, Glasgow, 
Leeds, and Birmingham, announced last week that the firm had recalled 
their buyers from Germany and Austria immediately after the German 
troops had marched into Austria. In future. he said, the firm will not 
deal in German and Austrian goods. The firm of Lewis's was originally 
owned by Jews. 

The Non-Sectarian Anti-Nazi League of America has announced its 
intention of boycotting Austrian goods in future in addition to German 
goods. 

[wo Easter holiday trips to Germany for English school children, 
arranged by the School Journey Association have been cancelled. 
The reason given for the cancellation ts the disturbed state of affairs 
in Europe. 


BISHOP CONDEMNS NAZI PERSECUTION 


* Horror and Disgust” at Cruelty in Austria 


At the 43rd Annual Assembly of the National Council of the Evan- 
gelical Free Churches held at Bournemouth this week. the Bishop of 
Winchester, Dr. Cyril Garbett. condemned the “ almost alarming revival 
of cruelty in these times.” He said: “Cruelty is anti-Christian. When 
we read the history of the world before Christ. and sometimes medieval 
history. we are horrified at the cruelties often perpetrated. Ona larger 
scale those cruelties are a commonplace to-day. Idontknow what you 
feel, but | think most of us have looked with horror and disgust at the 
cruelties committed in Austria tn the last few days against the Jews. 
They are committed, not because they have committed treason, but simply 
because they are members of a race -and that race gave us the prophets, 
the apostles and Our. Blessed Lord Himseif. .1 don't think Germany 
can have any tdea as to the disgust and loathing with which the great 
mass of decent people throughout the Anglo-Saxon world read of those 
insults, those outrages, those cruelties committed upon men, women aad 
children of the Jewish race “he declared. “I think tt ts right that though 
we wish to be friends with Germany the Germans should understand 
that the great mass of Christian opinion, which ts very strong in this 
country still, is deeply roused by outrages of this kind, both against 
fellow Christians and the Jews.”

This organisation, which provides for a religious 
national Hebrew education, is headed by Rabbi L Rubenstein, Deputy of 
the Polish Sejm, and the Chief Rabbi of Vilna, and has 242 imstitutions 
distributed in almost every Polish district which has a Jewish population.

AUSTRALIAN JEWRY 


Interview with Sir Samuel S. Cohen 


PRESENT SPIRITUAL PROBLEMS 


Sir Samuel Sydney Cohen, a distinguished figure in the public lite of 
Australia and of Australian Jewry, recently arrived in this country 
on his sixth visit. 


The acme of candour and 
sincerity, Sir Samuel was born tn 
Sydney sixty-nine years ago, and 
occupies a tlarge number’ of 
important positions in the Common- 
wealth (writes a representative ot 
Tue Jewisu Curonicie). He is, for 
instance, the President of the Great 
Synagogue in Sydney, and of the 
German-Jewish Refugees’ Fund in 
that city, of which his son and son- 
in-law are the Hon. Secretaries, 
President of the Citizens’ Relorm 
Association; Vice-President of the 
Kindergarten Union of New .South 
Wales and of various charitable 
institutions: and he is Treasurer ot 
the Sydney Branch of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association. Of interest also 
are his commercial connections. He 
is Chairman and Director of severa! 
important New South Wales com- 
panies, headed by David Cohen and 
Co., Ltd., which was established by 
his forbears over a century ago 
Sir Samuel is greatly concerned with the spiritual welfare of Jewry Referring 
to religious problems, he said, in Australia they had attempted to deal with 
them as they ‘arose, by calling conferences of those best qualified to 
deal with them from the various States of the Commonwealth. Untortu- 
nately, those attempts had so far been futile. Sir Samuel, who comes 
of an Orthodox family, ceclared that “ unless reform comes trom within 
I fear that there will be a drift, and that Orthodox Jewry will be mere’ 
a shell from which the kernel will have disappeared. ” 

He had noticed, for example, in the Synagogues which he visited, inatten- 
tion on the part of the younger people and also that only a small percentage 
of those between 18 and 40 attended. He is fully alive to the fact that 
the necessity of having to earn a living is partly responsible for this 
indifference. Nevertheless, he is quite sure that a lot more could be done 
not only to make the services more attractive, but also to deal, as the 
Rabbanim of old did, with the problems as they arose. Sir Samuel 
stressed the point that it was the true spiritual type of Jew who was such a 
pillar of strength in keeping aloft the flag of Judaism, and that it was, 
unfortunately, the fact that by their conduct the other types were bringing 
discredit to thei ancient religion. 

Discussing the present orgy of Jewish persecution, Sir Samuel spoke of 
the efforts which Australian Jewry had made to help their persecuted

brethren. “ Whatever.” he said, “may be the sins of individual Jews, 
nothing has been done by us to deserve such brutal treatment. But I 


am wondering if there is not something which has caused the Almighty 
to forget us. Perhaps we pay too much mere lip-service to our great 
spiritual heritage.” 

| asked Sir Samuel if there was any anti-Semitism in Australia. “I am 
afraid,” he replied, “ that there ts a great amount of latent anti-Semitism.” 
But he qualified this statement with the comforting assurance that “the 
authorities are with us. “We deal with the situation as it arises,” he 
added; “ we talk’ to our young people and point out the danger and ask 
them to help us.” 

Although not a Zionist in the accepted sense of that word, he contributes 
generously to any cause connected with Palestine which will make for the 
alleviation. and amelioration of the Jewish position. Replying to my 
question about facilities for immigration into Australia for persecuted Jews, 
he said: “As far as immigration into Australia from the cougjries of persecu- 
tion is concerned, we are taking everyone in for whom it is possible to find 
a position.” 

He made it clear that the Governments of the various States were helping 
them as far as possible in their eflorts to obtain the admission of as many 
Jews as positions could be found for. 

Sir Samuel left England for America on 
Wednesday.

MYSTERY OF A BELGIAN NEWSPAPER 


Alleged Finane'ng from Germany 
FORMER B.U.F. MEMBER A DIRECTOR 


Details of a company formed in London with German cap tal to run 
an anti-Communist daily newspaper in Belgium were read during a 
debate in the Belgian Chamber last week. The details were contained 
in a letter received by Sir Charles Allom. the London contractor, from 
Mr. C. W. S. Temple, of a London firm of accountants. 

The letter is stated to have contained the following information - 

“ The name of the company is European Press Agency. Limited. and 
was formed on Octoter 1Sth. 1937. with a nominal capital of £110,000. 
The present directorate is Mr. W. E. Avg Large, solicitor: Mr. Ruston. 
of 14, St. James's Street, S.W.; and Dr. Richard Behn. a German 
barrister. The immediate business of the company is the publication 
in Belgium of a daily newspaper which. while giving the usual news 
will have a definite background of anti Bolshevist propaganda. 

“A M. Kwaster, a Belgian, has alrcady been appointed cditor of the 
paper. M. Kwasitcr was at one time editor of Le MATIN. Negotia- 
tions are in hand, which appear to have been successful, for the purpose 
of acquiring an existing Belgian newspaper. Leading German 
industrialists, closely in touch with Dr. Goebbels. have lodged in this 
country £110,000 which is immediately available for the purpose o} 
ihis cCCMmpany, but. for obvious the lenders of this money and 
the people who are applying for the shares co not wish to be known 
On that account, they require an English Beard of Directors of repute, 
while they will remain in the background unknown to the general 
public.” 

Sir Charles Allom has explained, according to the Dairy TrirGrapn. 
that he asked Mr. Temple to make inquiries for him concerning this 
company and it seemed to him that “if so important a sum were forth- 
coming from Germany tor use in Belgrum, tt needed turther inves- 
tigation. I was willing to jorn the board,” he stated, “to find out what 
was really happening. My feeling was that if so much German 
money were going into. Belgium it might possibly be used for ant:- 
Jewish propaganda or tor purposes subversive to Belgtum.” 

Mr. Ruston, who is mentioned as one of the directors of the Europcan 
Press Agency, said, when interviewed by a reporter of the Dairy 
EXPRESS, that he had been a member of the B.U.F. He wa; 
accompanied by a Dr. Arthur lester, who stated that he himsell was 
Sir Oswald Mosley’s personal aide-de-camp. Both he and Mr. Ruston 
denied that the money for the company was coming from Dr. Goebbels. 
lhey refused, however, to. say trom whom the money had been 
obtained, 

M. Spaak, the Foreign Minister of the Belgian Government. promised 
during the debate in the Chamber that no foreign interference would be 
tolerated.in Belgium. 


NAZIS IN MARYLEBONE 
[From our Special Correspondent) 


While the German colony in London (which, as ts well known, is 
directly controlled from Berlin) was holding a dance in the Seymour 
Hall, Seymour Place, Marylebone, the Marylebone Labour Party 
organised a demonstration near the Hotel Great Central, Marylebone 
Road. Over 2,000 people attended the demonstration and a resolu- 
tion condemning the letting of the Seymour Hall to the Nazis was 
passed. “ We object to German Nazis using the free institutions of this 
country for the demonstration of Fascist principles,” said one speaker. 
A banner leading the procession bore the words: “Clear the Nazis 
out of London.” 

During the German gathering there were numbers of police standing 
round the entrance to the Seymour Hall. When knots of people 
who collected outside it were quickly dispersed by the police, one 
local resident was heard to remark: “ Things have come to a pretty pass 
when we are cleared off our own streets because a lot of foreigners 
are having a dance.” Ina block of buildings adjacent to the Hall, I saw 
two policemen barring the exit from the courtyard.

“ THE CHOSEN PEOPLE” 
Term Explained to Non-Jews 


Rabbi Dr. J. Rabinowitz was the speaker at a meeting of 140 Jews 
and Christians at the lecture hall of Amhurst Park Methodist Church 
last week. He took as his subject “The Chosen People,” and 
his purpose in doing so, he said, was to put in its true light a term which 
has been almost universally misunderstood. 

He emphasised the fact that there is nowhere any suggestion that 
the Jews are a better people than their neighbours. Only the teaching 
that they were called to live up to was of a higher standard than their 
neighbours’, and in this fact lay their holy mission in the world. Any 
claim to superiority would involve an exclusiveness which would 
rule out the possibility of such universalist tendencies as were, in 
fact, to be found in the most characteristic teachings of Judaism. 
Dr. Rabinowitz expressed his conviction that in due course the suffer- 
ings of Jewry would so stir the conscience of mankind as to bring them 
to a realisation both of their own sinfulness and of the sovereignty and 
rule of God. 

The Chairman, the Rev, W. W. Simpson, expressed the deep concern 
of the Christian community at the extension of anti-Semitism cons¢- 


quent upon Germany's annexation of Austria. He stressed the fact 


that that which threatened Jewry to-day also threatened Christianity. 
Ihe situation was one which called for an ever-increasing degree ol 
understanding and co-operation between Jews and Christians. 

This was the last of the series of combined mectings held during the 
winter. It is hoped that a similar series will be arranged for next 
winter, 


SCHOOL REFUSED FOR FASCIST MEETING 
Willesden Councillor's Outspoken Plea

Ata meeting of the Willesden Borough Council held last week, the 
question of permitting the use of one of the Courcil schools for a 
Fascist meeting was discussed. Councillor C. R. Hebson stated that 
“there ycre also the interests of the Jewish recple in Willesden to be 
conside@d.”. He felt sure, he added, that-they would be oflerded “ by 
these people coming alorg and preaching anti-Semitic doctrines.” He 
went on to say that it was against general policy ard the welfare of 
the Willescen peeple, in particular, to grant this requcst. 

Ihe Courcil cecicded ret to let the sclcol fer the meeting. 

Speaking to me after the meeting, Mr. Hobson said, “I made that 
remark both as a member of a Public Authority and a'so as a private 
citizen. It is bascd cn my personal convictions which | have keld for 
a long time. I was brought up in Leeds, where there are a large 
number of Jews. found them, on the whole, very gcod citizens. | 
find them the same in Willescen Green. I consider it a very great 
privilege to count among my fricrds many Jewish feople. 


“My feelings were prompted by humanitarian motives,” continued 


Mr. Hobson. “Ihave in mird the way the Jewish people are being 
singed out for oppression and general martyrdom. Owing to econom c 
conditions in Germany ard Austria Jews are being uscd as scapegoats tn 
orcer to keep the reople quiet.” 

Courcillor Hobson is Chairman of Electricity Committee and 
has been a member of the Willesden Borough Council since 1931, being 
the youngest member at the time of his e'ection.

MARCHING TO CLAPHAM 
A Lifeless Blackshirt Meeting 


(From our Special Correspondent) 


“ March with Battersea,” read the invitation in last week's ACTION: 
so | accepted it. Led by drums and mounted police, and followed by 
the big black van which had, perhaps, brought some of them from 
other parts of London to swell their few local numbers, some eighty 
Blackshirts marched. 

They certainly were not an imposing sight. There was a marked lack 
of smartness and orderliness in the ranks. The marchers included a 
group of about thirty women, When the procession reached (€ lapham 
Common, the members stood at ease for some minutes, like a trained 
body. but some rather spoilt the effect by smoking, which called forth 
from an onlooker the remark “ No smoking on parade!” 

On to the top of the van clambered—not one of Battersea's local 
products—but a speaker from Bethnal Green, in East London. The 
attack on internationalism and democracy began, and people listened 
until an expert on flogging and the strains of music from a religious 
mectinge claimed their attention. The only anti-Jewish incident was 
when a Blackshirt shouted “PJ.” (Perish Judah) when the speaker 
referred to the fat, alien financiers of the City. 

Tt was an extremely dull and lifeless meeting. It may be that the 
speaker did not wish to exert himself too much. According to ACTION, 
he was due to speak at Brighton only a short time later.

Jewtsh personnel would be an enduring reminder 
of the protound patriotic feeling of the Anglo-Jewish Community. These

non-Jews they lose thew identity and are not noticed. The goodwill of 
the entire population demands that such identity should not be lost, and 
a Jewish unit would present thts happening.

THE SOCIETY OF JEWS AND CHRISTIANS 
Appeal for More Members 


Rabbi M. Goldberg and the Rev. E. C. Urwin read papers on “ The 
Religious Valuation of this Life™ at a meeting of the Society of Jews 
and Christians which was held recently at the Montefiore Hall, St. 
John’s Wood Road, N.W.8. 

The Hon. Lily Montagu, O.B.E., who presided, said that their Society 
was trying to do something constructive to spread goodwill] and under- 
Standing, but it was as yet far too small. Unless they could very soon 
considerably increase their numbers, they would not be very effective. 
She appealed for more members for the Society. 

Rabbi Goldberg, who is the Minister of the Liberal Congregation in 
Brighton, said that the Old Testament valuation of this life could 
be summed up by saying that life in itself was judged to be a supreme 
good only when a sense of Divine immanence in the world was present 
to man. In the vast literature of the Talmud they found this view 
essentially unchanged, but greatly developed. The view which Talmudic 
Judaism, and Judaism in general, took was that life should preserve 
a middle way between austerity and epicurianism. | 

The Rev. Mr. Urwin, a Christian Minister, said that the Christian view 
of this life depended on seeing it in the perspective of God and eternity.

Arrangements Completed for Opening

Nearly a thousand books in English, Hebrew, Yiddish, German. 
French, Russian, Greek, Latin, and Swedish will be exhibited at the 
Central Library, St. Peter's Square, Manchester. in connection with 
the Jewish Book Weekx which is to begin on Monday next. The 
exhibition will be open to the publi (admission free) from Y a.m. 
to 9.30 p.m. throughout the week. In view of the present position 
of the Jews in German-speaking countnes, the section dealing with 
Jewish contributions to German ¢ ture will be ol particular 
significance. 

There will also be an exhibition of work by Jewish artists. Several 
paintings have been loaned by the Ben Uri Galleries. London. and 
the Manchester City Art Gallery ar lending an Epstein busi. Jewish 
liturgical and folk music will be illustrated at the exhibition by the 
display of several scores and books of Hebrew and Yiddish mus‘c. 

All schools in Manchester and Salford which have Jewish pupils 
have been invited to send groups of children to visit the exhibition. 
The following lunch-time lectures (at 1.15) will be delivered during the 
exhibition: Tuesday, Dr. Cecil Roth on “ Jews and Books“: Wed- 
nesday, Dr. Nathan Morris on “Jewish Education Phursday 
Professor Edward Robertson on “The Bible and Mankind”: and 
Friday, Mr. A. Melnikoff (of Palestine) on “ The Jew in Art.” 


THE “COMMUNAL RAV” 
Discussion at Shechita Board Meeting 


It was disclosed at last weck’s meeting of the Shechita Board by 
Mr. R. Barrow-Sicree, the President, that the Chief Rabbi, whose 
guidance had been sought on the matter of the “Communal Rav,” 
had invited them to interview a certain Rabbi abroad, but his age 
(over fifty-seven) was such that he (Mr. Sicree) did not feel that he 
could recommend him for appointment to the Manchester post. They 
would like to secure a man in the early forties for the position, some- 
one who would have the energy to tackle the problems of the Com- 
munity. There was one other Rabbi, continued Mr. Sicree, con- 
cerning whom information was in course of being obtained. He wished 
to say, however, that the Shechita Board and the Selection Committe: 
would be delighted to receive recommendations and applications, from 
those in a position to make them, tor the position to be filled. “We 
shall not regard it amiss for even a Rabbi himself to send his applica- 
tion in confidence to me as President of the Board.” 

Mr. Sicree referred to the impending depafture from Manchester 
of Rabbis Dr. Lehrman and Dr. Freedman, and said that both of 
them were well Known and active in the Community, and had gained 
general respect by dint of many years’ hard work tn the Community's 
service. 


Ten Synagogues Without Spiritual Guides 


Those in London responsible for the spiritual guidance of Anglo- 
Jewry ought to be very concerned with the position in Manchester, 
added Mr. Sicree. Personally, he took a serious veiw of the fact that 
there would be now ten important Synagogues in Manchester without 
a spiritual guide. That was a matter which ought not to rest until 
a Communal Rav was appointed. Each Synagogue should proceed 
to fill its pulpit immediately. It might be an appropriate time to 
consider the unity or federation of the Manchester Synagogues. 
Unfortunately, hitherto, no agreement had been reached. He felt that 
a Communal Rav would be the nucleus of the unity of the Synagogues, 
but why should not both the Communal Ray and the United Synagogue 
questions be now considered together? He, as President of the 
Shechita Board, and his Executive, were ready to enter into con- 
versations with the managemenis of the Synagogues in order to achieve 
unity. It might be more efficient and less expensive to appoint a Rabbi 
to serve a number of Synagogues rather than one alone. The depar- 
ture of the two Rabbis also raised the problem of the continuance 
of the Beth Din. 

In answer to a suggestion by Mr. Davidson that a Rabbi be appointed 
to deal solely with the organisation and supervision of Kashrut in 
the city, Mr. Sicree said that the Board would take proper steps to 
safeguard the Kashrut of the Community. Mr. E. Mark said that 
if one Synagogue could not afford to pay a proper salary for tts Rav, 
another better-placed Synagogue should take over the responsibility. 
Mr. Saul Hyman urged that the financial basis for the appointment 
of a Communal Rav should be thoroughly gone into before anv 
Rabbis were approached regarding the position, Mr. Sicree replied 
that the Community had authorised approaches to be made, and that, 
when the time came to pay the Rav, the Executive of the Board would 
convince everyone that the salary could be paid from the funds ot 
the Board. 

A vote of ¢ondolence was passed with the family of thes late 
Councillor David Gouldman. who had been of great assistance to the 
Board for many vears, and sorrow was expressed at the deaths of Rabbt 
and Mrs. Asher. 


JEWISH DRAMA FESTIVAL 


Manchester Society Wins Shield 


For the second year in succession, a play, written by Mr. David 
Freeman; and presented by the Manchester Jewish Literary and Social 
Society, has won the Laski-Moss shield at the Jewish Drama Festival 
Organised by the local Union of Jewish Literary Societies. The play 
was in one act—four episodes—and entitled “ Theodor Herzl.” _ 

Mr. F, E, Doran, the adjudicator, in announcing his decision, said 


that he felt that the true aim of the festival was to present in dramatic 
form the ideals and principles of the Jewish people. Accordingly, 
he gave the first prize to “ Theodor Herzl,’ which described the 
national aspirations of Jewry and at the same time showed the 
dramatic conflict between Herzl’s attachment to his wife and horhe 
and his call to serve his people. The second prize—the Landa cup-— 
went to “ The Writer of Dreams,” a satirical fantasy, by Mr, L. R. 
Rayburn, produced by the Withington Jewish “ Lit.” The other plays 
presented were “The Exam.” (Alan Peters) by the Leeds Jewish 
Institute Dramatic Society: “ Bread of Affliction” (A. Greenbaum) 
by the Glasgow Jewish Institute Dramatic Club: and “ The Mezuza 
Vendor” (Emmanuel Levy) by the Manchester Great Synagogu> 
Literary and Dramatic Society. 

The Newcastle Jewish Players had entered a play, but were unab!le 
to come to Manchester. In their place, the Great Synagogue Society, 
at short notice, presented a one-act comedy of Lancashire life, entitled 
“ To-day of All Days” (Philip Johnson). The winning play was 
produced by Alan Plant, the stage managers were Sydney [saac and 
Joe Rothblatt. Mr. Herbert Jacobson played the drfficult role of 
“ Herzl.” with great understanding, and Miss Reva Massel as “ Julic 
Herzl and Mr. Isaac Isaacson as “ Dr. Paul Freiderich™ gave very 
polished performances. It is a coincidence that Miss Massel's grarnd- 
lather was one of the few British delegates to the first Zionist Congress 
convened by Dr. Herzl in 1897. 

Ihe prizes Were handed to the winning societies by Councillor A. 
Moss. Mr. Isaac Shasha. Chairman of the Drama Festival. thanke | 
the Executive and Committee for their eflorts, and the patrons fo 
their support. He announced that Mr. Doran proposed to present 
a trophy to be awarded for the best comedies presented at future 
festivals. Messrs. J. Goldberg and |. M. Morris were Treasurers 
of the festival: Miss IL. Tawil, Hon. Publicity Secretary; Mr. E. A

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LITERARY SOCIETIES’ CONFERENCE 


Presentation of J.N.F. Tree Certificates 
FEDERATION WIDENS ITS BOUNDS 


The Federation of Northern Jewish Literary Societies, which held 
its annual conference at the Higher Broughton Synagogue Hall last 
week, with Mr. Harry Goldenberg in the Chair, decided to eliminate 
the word “ Northern “ from its name. A new constitution was adopted, 
as a result of which every Jewish literary or social society in the 
British Isles will be eligible to join the Federation. One of the Federa- 
tion’s aims will be the “diffusion of Jewish art, drama, literature, 
history, and sociology. 

Mr. Goldenberg reported that the Greenbank Society (Liverpool) 
and the Waterpark Club Literary Section and the Central Synagogue 
Society (Manchester) had affiliated to the Federation during the year. 
The summer and winter schools at Eastbourne and Harrogate had 
been financial and social successes. The Federation had published 
during the year a book of five Jewish plays which had gained 
distinctions at the Jewish Drama Festivals in Manchester. The balance- 
sheet was presented by Mr. S. Almond, Treasurer. Mr. M. M. Fidler 
reported on behalf of the editorial board of the Unrt, the Federation's 
magazine. 

A welcome was extended to Mrs. V. Hassan and to Messrs. S. 
Bernstein and N. M. Jacobs, of the Manchester Zionist Central Council. 
Mr. Jacobs presented to Mr. S. Almond J.N.F. certificates for 100 
trees planted in Palestine by the Federation. The following were 
elected : 

Mr. N. J. Laski, K.C., President: Mr. H. Goldenberg, Chairman; Miss C. 
Laitner and Mr. M. Toubkim. Vice-Chairmen: Mr. S. Almond, Treasurer; Mr.

Kaitiff, I. de Lange, |. Frieze, Harry Caplan, Jonas Finestone, and Ivor Harris 
and Miss Stella Kolomer, Council. Miss J. Gafan was elected an hon. member o!

The conference delegates attended service on the Sabbath morning at 
the Higher Broughton Synagogue, when Rabbi Dr. S. M. Lehrman 
preached on “ Religion in a changing world.” Mr. S. H. Steinart, J.P., 
welcomed the delegates at a reception after the service, and Mr. S. 
Almond responded for the Federation. 

At lunch on Sunday at the Duncan Street Hall, Mr. Goldenberg 
thanked the Higher Broughton Synagogue for their hospitality and Dr. 
Lehrman for his sermon. Mrs. V. Hassan expressed good wishes to 
Rabbis Dr. Lehrman and Dr. H. Freedman on their new appointments. 
Their departure, she said, would mean a great loss to the Manchester 
Jewish Community. Dr. Lehrman, in responding, wished his colleague 
good luck in Australia. Dr. Freedman, who also responded, urged the 
Federation to campaign for the creation of a United Synagogue in 
Manchester, so that local Jewry might become one unified Community, 
instead of a series of small Communities. Mr. G. H. Finestone also 
spoke. 

J.N.F. Trees Certificates were presented to Messrs. Jonas Finestone 
(Southport) and A. L. Freedman (Birmingham) in appreciation of their 
devoted services to the Federation. Mr. J. Salem thanked the Chairman 
for presiding. On Sunday evening, many of the delegates attended 
the annual concert arranged by the Manchester Union of Jewish 
Literary Societies at the Atheneum. The artists were the Hazomir 
Choral Society, conducted by Mr. Fabian Gonski, Cantor Wolf Lewi 
(Birmingham), and the West Didsbury Hebrew Classes Choir, under 
the direction of Mr. Bernard Chinn. 


PROTEST MEETING AGAINST PERSECUTIONS 
Infringing the Rights of Minorities 


A meeting organised by the local branch of the Workers’ Circle, 
at Circle House, Hightown, on Sunday afternoon, at which Mr. M. P. 
Pariser presided, unanimously passed a resolution of protest against 
the wave of ruthless political and economic discrimination and repres- 
sion which threatens the very existence of European Jewry. “We 
view with disquiet” (read the resolution in part) “the fact that the 
Council of the League of Nations has not placed on the agenda 
for immediate discussion, as a matter of urgency, the infringements 
of the rights of the Jewish minorities. We call upon the Labour, 
Trade Union, and Co-operative movements, together with all other 
progressive forces in this country, to mobilise every section of the 
public opinion and to press upon the Government the necessity for 
the protection of the Jewish population of Rumania, Poland. and 
Austria and the upholding of the Minority Treaties.” 

Mr. Morris Myer said that if politicians in this country took up the 
attitude that the events in Central Europe did not affect their vital 
interests, they would find that more and more peoples in the world 
would be swallowed up by the forces of barbarism, and that the 
democracy of Britain herself would be endangered. _ 

Mr. S. L. Alexander (London) said that anti-Semitism was the 
weapon with which Fascist forces bludgeoned democracy. The Jews 
were always the first to suffer, but subsequently wider sections of the 
public suffered. The Jewish people should join in the fight against 
Fascism before it was too late. 

Dr. I. Wassilevsky said that the sufferings of the Jews before, 
during, and since the War had been heartbreaking. As a people, 
they had given more than any other nation to the world, and, in 
return, had received nothing but suffering and torture.

SCOTS MARRIAGE LAW REFORM 


Obscure Clause in New Bill 
By L. H. DAICHES, M.A., LL.B. 


In January of last vear, the Departmental Committee set up under 
the Chairmanship of the Rt. Hon. Lord Morrison to inquire into the 
law of Scotland regarding the constitution of marriage tssued its 
report, the recommendations of which were received with gratification 
hy all those who were interested in the removal of those disabilities 
which the existing Scots Marriage Law imposed on Jews and other non- 
conformists: and, in reviewing the report editorially in THe Jewtsu 
Curonicce of January 29th, 1937, the hope was expressed that the 
recommendations would speedily pass into law. 

On Thursday last, there was published the text of a Bill to amend 
the Scots Marriage Law, which presumably is to give statutory effect 
to such of the Morrison Committee recommendations as have met 
with the approval of the Government. From the point of view of 
Jewish disabilities, the Bill is disappointing. Its principal provision ts 
to abolish “irregular marriages.” ie.. marriages by Declaration de 
presenti (of which type the Gretna.Green marriage ts an example) and 
marriages by Promise Subsequente Copula, and to substitute therefor 
a type of marriage new to Scotland, which the Bill designs as ~ marriage 
before Registrar.” . Such a marriage may be contracted before any 
Scottish Registrar before two witnesses over the age of sixteen years 
by the filling up of a statutory schedule annexed to the Bill and by 
making a declaration of marriage in specified torm 

Before such a marriage can be contracted, however. the parties must 
present to the Registral certificates ol publication of intention to marry 
under the Marriage Notice (Scotland) Act, I878. and the difhculties 
which subsisted under the old law with regard to such certificates 
apparently will continue under the new Aci As has already been 
explained in the correspondence columns of THe JiwisHh CHRONICLE, 
these difficulties arise from the fact that an English Registrar's certificate 
is not valid in Scotland, nor is a Scottish Registrars certilicate valid 
in England. 

Clause 6 of the Bill, however, enacts that “any reference to a 
certificate of due publication under the Marriage Notice (Scotland) 
Act, 1878, of notice of an intended marriage shall include a reference 
to any certificate which, by. virtue of any enactment, ts of the same 
force and effect as a certificate under the said Act.” The meaning 
of this clause ts very obscure: tt vray be taken to mean the recognition 
of the interavailability of Scottish and English Registrars’ certificates, 
and if the courts take this meaning out of the clause the Jewish and 
other nonconformist grievances will largely disappear: but as, at the 
tume of writing, no Scottish authority has been able to give a reliable 
interpretation of this vital clause, and until the opinion of the Lord 
Advocate has been obtained, further comment must be postponed. 

As regards the present sysiem of “regular” marriages. the Bill 
makes no change. It does not include the Morrison Committee recom-. 
mendation that nonconformist churches be permitted to publish banns, 
nor does ut follow the Committee's recommendation to abolish 
marriages by “Habit dnd Repute.” The Bill creates a second new 
method of contracting marriage called marriage by licence. This is 
to be an exceptional form of marriage before the Sheriff where certain 
special circumstances exist and where cause is shown to the Sheriff 
why such a type of marriage should be contracted. One of the parties 
to such a marriage must have resided in Scotland for a period of 
fifteen days continuously prior to the application to the Sheriff. 

From the Jewish point of view, the most significant clause is clause 6, 
already referred to: and as an opportunity for Scots Marriage Law 
reform ts not likely to take place for a considerable time, steps should 
at once be taken to ascertain the exact meaning of this clause, and 
preferably to have tt reframed so that the new Act should recognise 
clearly and unambiguously the interavailability of Scottish and English 
Registrars’ certificates, and thus remove a grievance under which 
Scottish Jewry has long been labouring. 


THE TOYNBEE HALL EXTENSION 
Developing ** A Community House ”’ 


A turther stage in the development of Toynbee Hall was reached on 
Thursday afternoon of last week, when the foundation-stone of the new 
building extension. comprising a theatre, classrooms, and refectory. was laid 
by the Mayor of Stepney. Toynbee Hall has always occupied an important 
place in the life of the Jewish Community in the East End (writes a 
Jewish CHRONICLE representative), and it was only fitting that among 
those present were a number of members of the Community, including 
Mr. Basil Q. Henriques, Mr. Ernest Lesser, who is the only Jewish member 
of the Council, Miss Miriam Moses, and the Rev. Eric Lipson, 

Dr. J. J. Mallon, the popular Warden of Toynbee, expressed 
his gratitude for the goodwill which East London seemed to cherish for 
Toynbee Hall. It was an open house, and at a moment like the present, 
which was so charged with terror and possibilities of tragedy, that was 
the noblest quality which any institution could claim. After Mr. Alister 
MacDonald, the architect, who is a son of the late Mr. Ramsay MacDonald, 
and Mr. E..M. Rich, Education Officer to the London County Council, 
had spoken, Dr. Mallon asked Mr. Rich to enclose certain articles in 
the lead cavity under the stone, including a copy of the Public Order 
Act, 1937, with the passing of which, he said, they had had much to do, 
and which had brought comparative peace to East London. 

The Rector of Stepney, the Rev. R. French, offered up a prayer, and 
the Mayor, having laid the foundation-stone, delivered an address. in which 
he stressed the fact that Toynbee Hall was non-political and non-sectarian. 
Jews and Catholics, he said, could walk into Toynbee Hall “ without 
being dragged away from their religion.’ It was a community house. 
A vote of thanks to the Mayor and Mayoress was accorded on the motion

Conference at Cricklewood 


\ conference of Jewish women, uncer the auspices of the League, was 
held last week. at the Cricklewood Synagogue Hall, Walm Lane.

ALVIS PRODUCE AERO ENGINE 
Larger Morris Factory at Coventry 


Practically all our British motor works are taking part ry the 
increasing production of aviation machines besides their 
cars. The most recent news is that of the new air-cooled radial 
engine of about 409 b.h.p. designed and produced by the Alvis Co. 
at Coventry. It has a single bank of nine cylinders and an ingenious 
patented crankshaft construction ensuring’ efficient big-end bearing 
desien. As at the beginning of the internal combustion engine over 
forty vears ago. big-end bearings and: their efficient lubrication are still 
an important matte! 

Purchasers of mew cars will find that many makers are now recon 
mending comparatively thin oil for engine Jubrication. Old-tumers 
were brought up to believe that only thick oil was good oil, but limes 
have changed: and to-day “ summer” oils are all the tashton. That ts 
because the technical automobile engineers and ther colleagues the 
chemists have realised for some time that thin ol, owing to its greatet 
fluidity. helps to reduce engine friction, and they ‘declare that it has 
reduced petrol consumption, through less turning effort, and cut down 
cylinder wear [hat. however. is a matter to be judged by the 
individual motorist's own experience. Personally, believe that 
cylinder wear arises from various conditions and tf the oi film remains 
intact whatever type of oi! is used, that factor can be discarded as a 
cause of the trouble 

A £2,000,000 factory. including the plant and machinery installed. 
has recently been opened in Coventry by Morris Motors, Ltd. In it 
are made the engines for their various cars, commercial vehicles, motor- 
barge and other marine motors, and it is noteworthy for its general 
layout and its up-to-date equipment. It is really a part of the romance 
of Morris Motors, as originally Mr. W. R. Morrts, now Lord Nuffield 
of Oxford, bought the engines for the early: Morris cars from the 
Hotchkiss engine factory in Gosforth Street, Coventry. As business 
increased after 1920, he found that Morris cars would absorb the 
whole production of the Hotchkiss factory, so he bought it in 1923, 
and extended the floor space to a total of 249,000 square feet. That 
was its limit, and as greater production was required, the present 
factory was started eighteen months ago as an extension of another 
Morris factory at Courthouse Green. To-day, 419,000 square feet ol 
the new engine factory on this forty-five-acre site is completed, whilst 
a further 196,000 square feet will be finished by June.— Nae 

[he new A.A. handbook has now been published for the thirtieth 
vear in succession. lt was.started by the A.A.'s very efficient Secretary, 
Sir Stenson Cooke. in 1908. To-day, the Automobile Association 
numbers nearly 700.000 members, each of whom receives free this 
valuable compilation of motor information, gazetteer, road maps, and 
hotel guide. This guide is well worth the small annual subseripiton 
paid by motorists who belong to this well-run organisation, — 

In February. 1936, a City firm installed a Perkins “ Wolf” high-speed 
Diese! engine in a Staff car which has now completed 53,620 miles 
running. This London concern have very kindly sent me some 
interesting figures, which I give here for their possible use to other 
business men. Fuel oil was consumed at the rate of 31 miles per 
gallon, a total of 1,729 gallons costing, at Is. 14d. per gallon, £97 5s. 
A similar car with the standard petrol engine had a consumption of 
18 m:p.g. over the same mileage. a total of 2.979 gallons of petrol at 
ls. 6d. per gallon, costing £223 8s. 6d. There was, therefore, a saving 
of £126 3s. 6d. in using fuel ol instead of petrol.

MIZkKER’S POLISHED BOXING 


The Boxing Correspondent of THe Jewish CHRONICLE writes: 

There was no justification for the outburst of booing that greeted the 
points’ verdict in favour of Harry Mizler when he made his welter-weight 
debut against Harry Craster, of Middlesbrough, at the N.S.C., Earl's Court, 
on Monday. The referee, Mr. C. H, Douglas, obviously preferred the 
polish and skill of Mizler to the crude swinging and rushing of the 
Northerner, who lost many points by his habit of hitting with the inside 
of the glove, and holding with the right while punching with his free 
hand. 

Mizler, free from weight-reducing troubles—he weighed 10 st. 5} lb.—-was 
strong, confident, on his toes throughout, and cool under pressure. A 
feature of his work was the improvement he showed at close quarters, 
where he obtained ihe inside position and punched away to the body. 
(raster was no easy Opponent, he was a tough, rugged fighter, forever 
forcing his opponent, going forward and swinging his blows, which, however, 
lacked direction. 

Mizler's left was well in evidence, halting Craster and time and again 
sending him right .back on his heels. Craster’s purpose was clear enough, 
and that was to keep on the attack in an attempt to offset the value of 
Mizlers left. He would at times surprise Mizler with a hard left, and at 
the half-way mark there was not much to choose between them. A lovely 
left. followed by another and then a right hook to the side of the head, 
in the sixth. halted Craster in the middle of one of his rushes. Three 
right hooks in succession to Mizlers jaw in the eighth looked ominous, 
but he kept out of harms way by calline upon his superb boxing ability. 
lt was fierce fighting all the way, and while Miuzler had not won by a wide 
margin, there was no doubt that he was ahead at the finish.

Sir Enoch Hill, President of the Halifax Building Society, at the 
annual meeting made an interesting relerence to a change in policy 
radually being adopted by a number of the prominent building 
societies, While retaining all the benefits for the encouragement of 
thrift and savings, he said, societies have to some extent widened their 
basis of investment and have made loans on group properties. Such 
oans, he pointed out, are supported by an adequate degree of owner's 
inital, generally not less than one-third of the cost, and come within 
ne range of trustee investments. While idmitting that blocks of resi- 
ential flats are providing a new fashion in living accommodation. 
however, Sir Enoch maintained that they will not solve the nation’s 
building problem, and he deprecated the Government's disposition to 
encourage house tenancy rather than home purchase. “Every home- 
owner,” he said, “ts a bulwark in our social structure and a guarantee 
of national safety.”

The report of Royal Mail Lines, Ltd., for 1937 shows that the 
Directors followed a cautious policy in increasing the dividend by only 

per cent. to 5 per cent. Profits rose sharply from £631,086 to

Fast of Suez Drama 


There certainly “ain't no Ten Commandments” in the particulat 
patch of the Arabian desert or thereabouts in which this play at the 
Garrick Theatre ts priu.cipally set. 

Vhere is a widespread, though erroneous, belief that your real, whisky- 
drinking, tropics-dwelling. devil-may-care bad lad ts a vivid and dramatic 
kind of fellow: and. thanks to the great skill of Martin Walker, Murray 
Senton in this story really does create an edge of drama around a person 
that must have been internally a queer laboratory for the chemical reactions 
of alcohol and heroin. This queer and violent bearer of the white mans 
burden added to his distinctions by indulging in a peculiar whim for hypnotic 
ally persecuting a Russian emigrée girl whom he had rescued from a brothel! 
in Port Said. Comes along Dr. Stanford, in the person of, Malcolm Keen, 
a heroic fellow who had spent some years in a criminal lunatic asylum 
on account of a murder. When Senton sinks so tar as to propose to present 
the Russian girl to a native chieftain by way of making his peace for having 
given him offence. the noble Stanford neatly disposes of him. 

From all of which it may be gathered that. this is full-blooded melo- 
drama, with all the excitement of humanity in the alcoholic and hyper- 
dermic raw. The last scene has good suspense and a simple, but effective, 
get-out. Martin Walker's performance as the bad lad ts extraordinarily 
clever, giving shape and credibility to his crude material; Malcolm Keen 
adroitlhy smooths away the heavier lumps in the personality of Dr. Stanton; 
and a piquant pathos is lent to the litthe Russian girl by Lilh Palmer. 


‘Marcia Gets Her Own Back” 


Repertory Players’ Production 


Not the least attraction of Mr. W. A. Darlington’s little comedy, 
which was given on Sunday night by the Repertory Piayers at the 
Aldwych Theatre, is the abundance of plot which he lavishes upon 
his characters, who in themselves are of adequate substance for a 
comedy deliberately planned to be so light. 

The cause of all the trouble is a valuable Renaissance medal, owned 
by a stubborn fellow (Charles Mortimer), whose sister (skilfully portrayed 
by Luise Hampton) believes that according to their father’s will it should 
be hers. Being honestly convinced ot her right de jure, she has resort to 
illegal means to acquire the piece de facto-—-and even engages a smooth 
crook (Nigel Patrick) to perform the transfer. Unfortunately, the crook 
decides to make off with the medal himself. The complications grow fast 
and furious, for the daughter of the house, pretending she has fallen for 
the crook, accompanies him to London, in reality bent only upon securing 
the restitution of the medal 

Space does not permit details of the many further little excitements that 
ensue. It is all thoroughly good tun, and the author skilfully induces 
us mentally to apply the pinch of salt which is so necessary in comedy 
of this kind. Hence, we can relish to the full his knack of turning the 
happy phrase and of swiftly and frequently developing situations.

BLOCH’S “AVODATH HARKODESH ” 
first Performance In England 


Those responsible for the English premiere of Ernest Bloch’s * Sacred 
Service ” (Avodath Hakodesh) given last Saturday at the Birmingham 
Town Hall, by the City of Birmingham Choir and Orchestra, con- 
ducted by Mr. G. D. Cunningham, are to be congratulated for their 
initiative, although examples of enterprise in keeping abreast with 
modern music have not been infrequent from this provincial music 
centre. 

Written at Roveredo Capriasca, Italy, during the years 1932-34, this 
oratorio in the form of a Sabbath Morning Service ts unlike many 
of Bloch’s works in that it has a unity and completeness which might 
be more acceptable to certain musical pundits, who have recently 
attacked that which is more complex in the compositions of Bloch. 
Bloch’s own words on the Hebrew texts he has assembled im the 
“Avodath Hakodesh” reveal the tdeological aims he had in writing 
it: “ These texts embody the essence of Israel's aspirations and tts 
message to the world. Though Jewish in tts roots, this message seems 
to me above all a gift of Israel to the whole of mankind.” The most 
positive test. however, of works which appeal to the cultural senses 
of humanity ts that of artistic merit, and on that basis the “Avodath 
Hakodesh © ts a real contribution to music. 

The interpretation given by the Birmingham Choir and Orchestra 
had those workmanlike qualities typical of the most experienced of 
British vocal and orchestral ensembles, and Roy Henderson in the role 
of Cantor rendered his part with a style of phrasing which gave the 
cumulative effect of a flowing simplicity, despite intense sequences 


such as “O Hear, Israel” and “ Rock of Israel.” The choral wor} 
with its statements, answers, and interpolations, was particularly ¥ ¢ 
balanced, though some might have expected that a higher pitch o 
intensity would have prevailed throughout. Written originally 
Hebrew. the text on this occasion was sung in English. 

The concert was broadcast at 7.30 p.m. in the Regional, Midland, 
and Northern Ireland programmes. A full criticism was given in 
issue of February Sth, 1937, when the service was performed in a Paris 
Synagogue, Ernest Bloch himself conducting.

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NEW WORK BY ARTHUR BENJAMIN 


Sir Thomas Beecham’s indisposition made jit 
to conduct the Royal Philharmonic Society's Concert at the Queen's 


Hall on Thursday evening of last week, 
and at short notice Nikolai Malko filled 
the breach. In such circumstances, one 
may not criticise the performance on the 
score Of inequality, for it was not to be 
expected that Malko would penetrate into 
the elusive, typically English subtleties of 
Vaughan Williams’ “Suite for Viola.” 
This was a pity, for it is, indeed, a 
charming work, and Bernard Shore 
was an ideal executant for the solo 
part. On the other hand, in Debussy's 
“ L’Apres-Midi d'un Faune,” Malko 
obtained a very fine performance, losing 
not one whit of its subtle beauty, or its 
tonal atmosphere. The chief item of the 
evening, however, was Arthur Benjamin's 
“ Romantic Fantasy for Violin, Viola, and 
Orchestra,” which was given its first 
performance, the composer himself conducting. This miniature double 
concerto has much to recommend it, being well laid out and scored, 
with such themes as there are of reasonable shapeliness. But its 
thematic material is not sufficiently diversified to hold the attention 
throughout three movements, even though they be short. On the 
whole, one would like to suspend further judgment until one has 
had an opportunity of hearing it again, which should be soon. Arthur 
Benjamin was born in Sydney and has been composing since 1924. 
NEW METROPOLITAN SYMPHONY ORCHESTRA 


The programme of the New Metropolitan Symphony Orchestra, 
conducted with much temperament .by Serge Krish at the People’s 
Palace, last Sunday, was a “meaty” one. The work which came

Independant orchestras, with 
their myriad difficulties in justifying and maintaining their existence, 
could assure themselves of more support by a policy of programme- 
building designed to appeal to the progressive elements in musical 
appreciation.

AN “HOUR OF SACRED MUSIC” 


When the Rev. H. Mayerowitsch said at the Great Synagogue, 
Duke Street, E.C., on Saturday evening, that “Chazanim are, by 
profession, solists,” and particularly when he added and, by 
temperament, individualists,” he put his finger on what had been 
thought by many to be a disqualification for successful choral work. 
The “Hour of Sacred Music” which followed his introductory 
remarks went a long way to disprove that theory. The recital by 
the Chazanim Choir of fifty voices proved to be a memorable one 
not merely because it was the first of its kind to be heard, but because 
of the fine quality of the combined singing, under Mr. Samuel Alman’s 
direction. The choir, organised by the Association of Chazanim, has 
heen meeting for three years in the i rst Schill Memorial Hall ot the 
Great Synagogue. | 

A “Signature Tune,” by Mr. Alman, was first sung—* Inspire the 
lips of those who have been deputed by Thy people, the house of 
israel.” Its rendering immediately assured the large congregation 
that here was a balanced choir. held well together and able to 
evoke richly satisfying sound. Several of the succeeding items were 
not equally well sung, and plainly showed that some had been better 
rehearsed than others. 

As a composer, Mr. Alman contributed largely to the success of 
the recital.

know. Jewish mothers have, in days gone by, 
cherished the hope that perhaps it will be given 
to their otispring to fill this noble réle, and 
that hope and belief have sanctified Jewish 
motherhood. 


ATOM 


A more modern development of this belief 
is that there is in every one of us, as the Chief 
Rabbi once put it, an atom of the Messiah, a 
spark of his fire-soul, and because of that spark 
each individual Israelite is fitted to be a co- 
worker in the holy tasks of Israel's restoration.
